NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


Sir Harry Johnston’s letter on 
the East African Colony, which 
we publish in another column, 
will be read with the greatest 
satisfaction. The communication has been addressed to Mr. L. J. Greenberg, 
asa result of several interviews with that gentleman, and constitutes a 
welcome change of attitude towards the proposed colony, It would appear

from Sir Harry’s letter that his previous opposition arose from a geographical 
error. Several areas had been announced as the sites of the Jewish settle- 
ment. But all of them possessed features that rendered them impossible 
in Sir Harry's eyes. Mr. Greenberg's part bas been to enlighten the ex- 
Proconsul as to the real situation of the district that has 
been offered to the Zionists. This is the Gwas’ Negishu 
Plateau. Sir Harry finds that the Plateau is free from the objections 
he entertained to the other areas, and accordingly withdraws his opposition 
to the scheme, subject to some slight modifications being introduced. We 
need hardly say that we rejoice to be able to see eye to eye with Sir Harry 
Johnston on this important question. Although this famous administrator 
is no longer in East Africa, and has apparently retired from the service, his 
opinion will deservedly carry great weight with Englishmen in general and 
members of the Liberal party in particular. In the event of the 
victory of the Opposition at the general election, it would be a good thing 
if the new Foreign Minister should have at his disposal the advice of so 
sympathetic an expert as the ex-Special Commissioner for Uganda. Indeed, 
Sir Harry himself is a candidate for Parliament—and perhaps for office. If 
he should find a seat on the green benches we may confidently look forward 
to his adding his powerful advocacy to the somewhat halting approval 
which has been given to the Zionist Colony on the Liberal side of the 
House. The manly letter of Sir Harry Johnston will also have the effect, 
we hope, of dispelling the illusions that have been entertained in some 
quarters as to his feeling towards our race. We have never sympathised 
with the charge of anti-Semitism which has been levelled against him, 
and we believe that Sir lHlarry himself, who is proud of his Jewish con- 
nections, has been pained by the allegation. The letter to Mr. Greenberg 
would be valuable if it did nothing more than teach Jews the folly of 
seeing an anti-Semite in every hedge and at every street corner. 


Sir Harry Johnston gives a 
glowing account of the district 
which bas been placed at the 
Zionists’ disposal. It is almoet free from the Nandi and Kavirondo tribes. 
The land is fertile, healthy for Earopeans, admirably well-watered by 
perennial streams, and endowed with several magnificent ranges of mountains 
rising to altitudes of 10,000 and even 11,000 feet. The Jewish settlers may 
not take quite the same view of the “ big game ’’ on the land that com- 
mends itself to the adventurous instincts of Sir Harry Johnston. But that 
ig a minor: detail, which does not detract from the importance of Sir 
Harry's declaration that no wiser choice of territory could have been 
made, and that the Zionist Colony is being offered one of the best pieces 
of unoccupied land which could be found anywhere in the British Empire. 
Such a statement, coming from so notable a source, will be well weighed 
by all concerned. Sir Harry Johnston adds one or two details in regard . 
to the government of the Colony. It would, he says, bea purely Jewish settle- 
ment, but it would remain one of the provinces of the British Kast Africa 
Dominion. ‘The Colony would be administered by a Jewish Sub-Commis- 
sioner, under the general political direction of the fature Hligh Commissioner 
for Kast Africa. It would enj»y a corsidsrable degree of autonomy, but 
would not cease to be an integral part of the British Empire. This con- 
ception of the political status of the colony agrees with that which has 
been formed by most observers, though one would like to have further 
details as to the extent of the autonomy that is to be conceded. The con- 
dition which Sir Harry lays down as to the consent of the British Empire 
being necessary to a separation of the colony from the main trunk of 
King Edward's dominions is hardly necessary. The Jewish settlers are not 
likely to demand independence, and could not enforce it, even if they so 
desired, against the will of the British Empire. To the general reader it 
will be difficult to understand why Sir Harry should object to the granting 
of the Nandi Plateau to the Zionists on the ground that it would mean the 
‘giving away to non-British subjects of a peculiarly valuable tract of 
country,’’ while at the same time he willingly acquiesces in the concession to 
the Zionists of what he describes as ‘‘one of the finest parts of the Kast 
Africa Protectorate.’’ But perhaps the explanation is to be found in his 
further remark that the gift of the land to the Jews is 
likely to prove ‘‘a judicious speculation ’’ on the part of Great Britain. 
We are delighted to see that this view of the transaction, which we our- 
selves have frequently advanced, and which has also been reflected in 
local East African opinion, has forced itself upon the practical intelligence 
of Sir Harry Johnston. The Commission of Inquiry, which the Zionist 
organisation is sending out, should shortly start on its mission, and much 
will no doubt depend on the report which it will present. But 
the prospects of the colony must also depend, to a great extent, 
on the attitude of the Zionists themselves, whose sentiments 
on the question have not been tested since the death of Dr. Herzl. One 
thing is perfectly certain. The Zionists have not the power or the 
resources to carry out so ambitious a colonisation design. They could not 
dream of embarking upon the enterprise without the support of other 
sections of the Jewish people. If the Commission of Inquiry should report 
favourably, the coming Congress may content itself with laying its conclu- 
sions before other Jewish bodies, and inviting them to carry out the 
scheme, with or without the collaboration of the Zionist organisation. 
That would at least salve the consciences of the Zionists themselves, and 


prevent the disruption of their forces. 


The Prospects of the Colony. 


We greatly regret that 
scenes similar to those 
enacted in East London 


on the Day of Atonement occurred in Leeds last week, We reported the 


“Orthodox” and “ Socialist.” 
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outbreak last week, and in our present issne appears the sequel of the 
police-court proceedings, which are not yetconcluded. At present we cannot 
do more than publish an impartial report, but whichever side and whichever 
individuals should ultimately prove to blame, the incident is thoroughly 
deplorable. Excitable outhursts of this character have not been confined to 
these shores, for the Jewish communities of Chicag» and New York have 
also been the witne«es of rash yielding to passion on the part of foreign 
This realiness to rash to the arbitrament of the fist or the knife is 
not an orlinary characteristic of the Jew. [t results from social and political 
conditions which, by stripping men cf all responsibility and power, deprive 
them, as a result, of the disciplined sense of restraint that characterises 
free peoples. The Russian Jews have been bred in a state of partial 
outlawry ; and they come from a country in which the law does not parley 
with breaches of political or religious convention, but answers them sum- 
marily with Cossack whips-or Siberian prisons. One ought not to be greatly 
surprised, therefore, if some Russian Jews, infected with these theories of 
government, occasionally break out into the same methods on English or 
American soil. Even in this country, there are such things as political and 
religious riots, and on one famous oceasion the Prime Minister himself laid 
down that there were what he deseribed as." limits to human endurance.” 
If Englishmen, trained for many generations in principles of freedom and 
self-government, occasionally give way to resentment and violence, one 
can at least understand such outbreaks in the victims of a Pobiedonostzeff 
ora De Plehve. At the same time we cannot condone these disturbances. 
Jews, who have known for ages the bitterness of persecution, must be 
the last people in the world to do anything capable of being construed 
a: intolerant. Our commanity have earned a reputation as law-abiding 
citizens, which it is sheer wickedness to imperil for the sake of gratifying a 
passing fit of passion. Men who are animated by a lofty zeal for their 
principles should beware of bringing discredit on their race or creed. 
If those who cannot preach their views without needless provocation, or 
listen to the views of opponents without losing self-control, would have 
the wisdom to avoid rather than seek each other's camps, a great deal of 
annoyance and scandal would be saved.

The last of the eycle of Tishri 
festivals marks what may be 
called the end of the elose 
season fur communal workers. Ina short time the machinery of our com- 
manal organisation will begin to hum again, ‘and will remain in full 
operation until the summer retirns. Most years bring with them fresh 
iastitutions in one or other of the departments of the community's life. 
Refreshed after the spell of inaction, we attack the numerous problems 
that face us with new ideas and new hopes-—-Literary Unions, Statistical 
Societies and so forth. It is a symptom of continued energy and spirit for 
which we may be thankful, and which we hope will continue to illamine 
the coming years. Yet it may be questioned whether the time has not 
arrived for a period of consolidatiun rather than of further expansion in the

matter of organisation. The soaring of the philanthropic spirit into 
fresh realms is very commendable. But the sordid question of 
ways and means cannot be ignored, and the community’ may well 


ask itvelf waether is is not better to concentrate its resources on the 
institutions already existing, than to imperil the elliciency of those institu- 
tions by the creatioa of new charities and n3a sources of expenditure. 
We do oot wish to suggest that all new organisations should in the future 
be ruled out, but at least a conservative attitude should be adopted 
towards any fresh proposals that may be broached. An additional reason 
for husbanding our resources may be found in the fact that the organisa- 
tions we already possess do not stand still but extend their operations in a 
manner that constantly adds to the cost of their maintenance. The Jews’ 
Deaf and Damb Home, which we are glad to notice has received an 
excellent first list of subscriptions in response to its recent appeal, is a 
case in point. 


The almost chronic impecuniousness 
of many of our institutions is a 
reason for refraining from the estab- 
lishment of new organisations. The coming season is likely to find 
several of the most important of these bodies appealing fur help. The 
Jewish Board of Guardians, for instance, is already struggling with a 
serious deficit. If the experts are to be believed the winter that will 
soon be upon us is likely to prove one of such severe trade depression 
that the resources of the charitable will be gravely taxed. In 
such a period of social stress the Board of Guardians will be among 
the first to feel the strain, and the community cannot expect, in 
that case, to escape an irresistible appeal for further help. Another 
body which may ask for assistance during the coming months is the 
Angio-Jewish Association—an organisation whose work is always 
cabined and confined for want of money. The Association derives 
an inordinate share of its income from and through its own President, 
who a so gives ungrudgingly of his time and labour. But no charity should, 
or can, rely on having a minor providence for ever in its chair. The altera- 
tions that will have to be carried out in the Evelina de Rothschild School 
at Jerusalem will involve a demand on the communal purse, which will 
have to be satisfied in the near future. There is another very important 
institution which, as tie Chief Rabbi recently reminded us, 
will shortly be coming to the community for further help—we refer to the 
Religious Education Board. In this instance, as much as £15,000 will be 
asked for, and, having regard to the great urgency of the Board's work, 
we do not see how the money can be refused. Even with this sum in its

treasury, the Board will still be condemned to the gravest limitations 
of its labours, and we are not sure that the first step towards the combat- 
ing of the much-discussed conversionist propaganda should not be the 
effective extension of the efforts of the Board. The three organisations 
which we have mentioned all play an exceedingly important part in their 
respective spheres, and one has only to think of their perpetual financial 
difficulties to realise the necessity of consolidating our charity work, rather 
than hampering it by the multiplication of new bodies. In matters of com- 
munal policy, several questions of considerable importance will have to be 
considered. There are signs that the controversy that has been aroused 
by the Jewish method of slaughtering will not be allowed to rest. The 
rank and file of the commanity relies upon its leaders to take the 
necessary steps to ensure the elimination of any objectionable 
features in the Shechita system. Then, the conversionist question 
is likely to be farther discussed, and the Council of the United Synagogue 
may, perhaps, find an opportunity for considering it. It would be as well 
if we could hear the views of some lay administrative body upon the anti- 
missionary movement. The Board of |)epuaties, too, may have to deal with 
a revival of the Aliens Question—ualess the fiscal difliculty and the black 
financial out-look should bring about a dissolation of larliament. Stranger 
things have come to pass. 

We recorded last week 
the foundation of a new 
movement among Jewish 
young men in the Kast End of London. The three clubs for working lads 
which cater for Jewish lads in the Hist Kad have now been in existence 
some years—one of them so long as eight years. Many of the present 
members, and a large number of those who have passed through the hands 
of the managers, are no longer *‘ boys.’" They are anxious to have a club, 
which they desire shall be ‘‘something more than a billiard saloon and 
dramatic society.’ Accordingly, a number of them have formed themselves 
into an ‘‘Old Boys’ Club," to have a meeting-place after their day's 
work, where they can indulge in pleasant intercourse and good fellowship, 
and participate in the various pastimes which institations of this nature 
afford. A literary side will, we are informed, also not be forgotten, whilst 
a savings bank aad other usefal branches will the organised. Such an 
institution, providing, as we trast it will, opportunities for sober 
and refined enjoyment, and social intercourse, athletics and _ intel- 
lectual advancement, cannot but make for good. We are glad to note 
that it has been arranged that the connection between the Old Boys’ 
Clab and the institutions in which no doubt the members spent many 
happy evenings will be maintained, and several of them have offered their 
services in conaection with the management of their old clubs. There are 
of course Old Boys’ Clabs in connection with schools, but the club which 
has now come into being is quite unique. The knowledge which the mem- 
bers possess that as boys many things were done for them to promote their 
moral, physical and intellectual advancement in the clubs throigh which 
they passed, should inspire them to take their part in assisting others, not 
so fortunate as themselves, to be morally upright and do credit to the name 
of English Jew. We trust that the Old Boys’ Club may set an example to 
the yousg men of Kast London to assume the responsibilities which they 
owe as citizens of this land and as members of the Anglo-Jewish community, 
and accordingly we wish the members God-speed on the inauguration of 
their union. 


Clubs for East End Young Men. 


The large and representative 
gatherings which the Union 
of Jewish Literary Societies 
is enabled each year to 
attract to its opening meeting presage well for the fature of the Jewish 
Literary Movement in Kagland, and for the success of the body that has 
taken its direction in hand. The new movement confines itself in no 
narrow groove. Its workers do not limit their efforts to providing literary 
aliment for their immediate neighbours. The present-day societies are not 
mere coteries of friends and acquaintances concerned solely with their own 
intellectual desires. The leaders of the movement are true missionaries of 
the cause. They leave the converted to a considerable extent to look after 
themselves, only rendering existing societies and their members assistance 
when they are asked todo so. Toey devote their attention to missionary 
effort. Ifany Jewish centre lies outside the light of Jewish literature, it 
is the duty of the Union to carry the lamp to that community. 
For one week each summer it boldly invades the land of the Philistines, 
and carries on a propaganda in their midst. Never resting, always on the 
alert, the tunction of the Union is to be en ¢vidence in every direction at 
the same time. One week it is preparing for the leading Jewish literary 
function of the year, the next it is arranging a course of lectures at the sea- 
side. It sends lecturers from London to all parts of the provinces, and this 
work alone, beneficial as it is both to the provincial communities and those 
young men who visit them, would serve as a sufficient answer to any who 
may doubt the usefulness of the Union. It furnishes the amateurs of 
Jewish literature with guidance in their reading and supplies students with 
books that they could not otherwise obtain. It places essays on Jewish 
subjects by masters of English and of Jewish literature at the disposal of 
all who wish to read. It supplies the lads’ and girls’ clubs of the community 
with lantern lectures on Jewish subjects written to suit youthful 
audiences, and in one instance has arranged for a course of readings in 
Jewish history, which will be conducted by a member of the 
Council. It has even faced a portion of the Kast End _pro- 
blem, and, although handicapped by its strictly limited means, has 
taken its part in combating the efforts of the Missionaries in the

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iterary field. ‘‘One Society, involved in difficulties in consequence 
of housing troubles, appealed to the Union for assistance, and it 
has been resolved to rent a suitable building in East London, when one can 
be found, and to sub-let it to societies in the neighbourhood.’’ We quote 
a passage in the last report of the Union to which we drew atten- 
tion at the time of its publication. In short, the Union of Jewish 
Literary Societies, in all things relating to Jewish Literature in 
England, is the servant not only of its constituent societies but 
of the whole community ; and yet the work of this Institution, the 


‘most valuable that has been created for many years, is done with 


an income barely sufficient to pay the expenditure of postage and stationery- 
Its field of activity is unlimited ; its possibilities for good cannot be 
defined ; but honorary workers, no matter how enthusiastic, especially the 
members of the class from which those of the Union are drawn, can, after 
all, devote only a limited time to the work of the community, and, in conse- 
quence, many schemes replete with benefit to the cause of Judaism and 
Anglo-Jewry must perforce remain but on paper or in the minds of those 
who conceive them. The apostles of the Jewish revival are held back by 
fetters that leave them few opportunities for movement. The land of 
promise is disclosed before their eyes, but financial restraints prevent 
them from passing the barrier which lies between them and wider activities. 


The old question of the sup- 
Consumption Among the posed immunity of Jews from 
Jews: A New Theory. phthisis is raised by an 

American medical man (Dr. 
Theodore Sachs) in the Journal of the American Medical | ssociation. Dr. 
Sachs agrees with the sceptical minority on this question, and treats the 
statistics hostile to his views in a manner which we do not remember to 
have seen before. lie holds that the alleged immunity of Jews from con- 
sumption does not exist in anything like the degree that has been supposed. 
Dr. Billings, in his official report on the United States census, adhered to 
the ordinary view. Dr. A. ‘iaster has found that among the Jews in 
London there are relatively only about one-half as many cases of con- 
sumption as among the non-Jews. Dr. Fishberg, the well-known 
Jewish statistician, has pointed out, in an article in American Medicine 
(November 2nd,’ 1901), that the annual mortality from tuberculosis 
during 1897-09, was at the rate of 163 per 100,000 living in the 
Hebrew wards of New York, while in a ward inhabited chiefly 


by Irish and Italians, the death-rate was o65 per 100,000." 


Bat Dr. Sachs appears to think that the statistics upon which these 
and similar opinions are based are illusory. He takes his own 
experience in the Jewish district of Chicago as an illustration of his con- 
tention. Here, teo, the figures show a far smaller susceptibility of Jews 
than of Christians to the disease. But he points out that the weak point in 
all these comparisons drawn from mortality statistics is that the Jews have 
a firmly-rooted belief in climate as the only cure for consumption. The 
moment the disease attacks them they run toa place of safety. ‘*‘ Men and 
women in very destitute circumstances will sell all their belongings, and, 
without second thought, start on a journey to some of the distant Western 
States.’’ The result is that ‘‘only a fraction of the Jewish tuberculous 
poor die in the districts in which they contracted the disease, and 
consequently any conclusions concerning the prevalence of tuber- 
culosis among Jews based only on the rate of mortality are 
necessarily erroneous to a considerable extent.’’ By way of 
proving his theory, Dr. Sachs produces statistics showing that in the 
Jewish district of Chicago the number of infantile deaths from phthisis is 
abnormally large, the deaths of adults from the same disease being, 
relatively, below the usual proportion. It would be interes‘ing to discover 
what scientific value attaches to this theory of migration of which Dr. 
Sachs speaks. It may be an American phenomenon. Can it account also for 
the relative immunity of the Jews shown by various authorities to exist in 
Verona, Hungary, Russia and New South Wales’? Is the readiness of the 
Jew to change his abode a constant feature of his character, and 
is it everywhere more noticeable than among ‘ientiles? Dr. Sachs's 
theory adds one more to the many that have been propounded 
on this difficult question. One of these (Lombroso's) attributes the 
comparative freedom of Jews from consumption to their engaging 
in indoor occupations, and their consequent escape from the rigours 
of the weather. But the physical disadvantages attaching to their 
work indoors would appear to outweigh the mere climatic benefit. 
In Tanis, the Jews are observed to clean dusty surfaces with damp cloths 
instead of the brushes used by others, and they thus very prudently avoid 
inhaling clouds of septic particles. But in order to explain the 
immunity of Jews in widely different latitudes, one must look for some 
cause common to all the widely scattered branches of the race. This, it 
would seem, can only be found in the dietary laws, and the abstemiousness 
of Jews in the consumption of alcoholic liquor. 


Illness of Mr. F. D. Mocatta.— We regret to announce that Mr. 
F. D. Mocatta was seized with sudden illness last week at his residence in 
Connaught Place, Hyde Park, as he was on the point of leaving for Buxton 
to join Mrs. Mocatta. He has been confined to his room for the last few 
days, and is suffering from a slight weakness in the arm. Mr. Mocatta is 
prohibited from carrying on affairs of any kind for the present, but we are 
glad to learn that he is progressing favourably. 


The National Tribute for the Children of Dr. Herzl.—Messrs. 
N. M. Rothschild and Sons have intimated their intention of contributing

The Proposed Jewish Settlement in East Africa. 
SIR HARRY H. JOHNSTON'S VIEWS. 


Mr. ia (rreenberg, having, on behalf of the Executive Committee of 
the Zionist movement, had some interviews with Sir H. H. Johnston. relative 
to the Commission of Enquiry Which is shortly to proceed to British East 
Africa, to examine the territory offered by H M. Government to the Zionist 
movement for thy purposes ol a Jewish settlement, wrote to Sir Harry. 
asking him to favour him with a letter for publication conveying his views 
upon the matter. Mr. Greenberg has received the following reply 

247, Chester Terrace, Regent's Park, 
2th Septeniber, 1904 

Dear Mr (;REENBERG,— In reply lo your letter of the 26th of September, 
t have to say that I have carefully considered the question of the Jewish 
Colony in British East Africa in connection with the latest information 
derived from you, and since you ask me for my personal opinion I will 
give it to you in the following words 

As regards, firstly, the site which it is proposed should be placed at the 
disposal of this Jewish Colony by the British Government: The site delime- 
ated by you on the map requires some slight modifications before it can 
satisiy ine as being absolutely suitable to the purpose. These modifications 
I have attempted to indicate by a red line. Assuming that they are adopted 
by the Jewish Committee and agreed to by H’M. Government, then I think 
I may say that no wiser choice could have been made for the purpose in all 
the territories of Fast Africa and Uyanda 


Last year, when this project was first mooted, it was understood that the’ 


British Government were yong th place at the disposal of the Zionist 
Committee a considerable area of land in what is called Tanaland, or further 
to the north, in the Gala country. Of course, this story may have been 
incorrect, but T thought it as well to point out that any such offer would be 
somewhat ironical. It would be giving to the Jews of Eastern Europe a 
tract of country either very hot and unhealthy or else waterless and ranged 
over by fierce nomad tribes. In fact, on these lines, though the offer would 
not have been one prejudicial to purely British interests, it would have been 
net worth acceptance by the Jews. Then we were told that this idea was 
wrong, that the land would be selected either in the vicinity of the Kikuyu 
country, along the Uganda Railway, or on the Nandi Plateau. These plans 
seen to me open to the objection that we were giving away to non-British 
subjects a peculiarly valuable tract of country, which was one of the few 
returns the British taxpayer might hope to get for his expenditure on the 
Uganda Railway; or, in the case of Kikuyuland, we were offering territory 
which was, to a great extent, settled already by an industrious native race, 
land which we had-no claim to give away 

The tinal selection of the British Government, the Gwas' Negishu 
Plateau Gf the account you have given me is correct) is—with the modifiea- 
tions | have attached to it-—free from any legitimate objection on the part 
of critics. It keeps clear of the country belonging to the Nandi and 
Kavirondo tribes, and leaves completely at the disposal of British settlers 
the unoccupled parts of the Nandi Plateau and the region about the Ravine 
Station, and, at the same time, if trespasses very little on any country 
belonging to settled agricultural Negro people. Nevertheless, the land 
offered is most desirable: one of the finest parts of the East Africa Pro- 
tectorate. It is nowhere unhealthy to Europeans. It is fertile, and admir- 
ably well watered by perennial streams, and possesses several magnificent

There remains only to be considered this sentimental detail that at 
wag much of this land is remarkable for its magnificent fauna of wild 


wasts. IT had hoped at one time that arrangements might have been made 


for a great game reserve in this direction | feel sure, however, that the 
Jewish settlers would thoroughly appres iate the idea of retaining in their 
midst several natural parks in which the big game might remain under the 
protecfion of the settlers HS iti objec t ol vreal interest to them ana to others 

Ail that you have told me as to the projected constitution of this 
settlement seems to me sufficient to remove any well-founded objections to 
the plan; but I should like to be further satistied by some such assurance 
as this: that the settlement can never be separated from = the British 
Empire without the consent of that Empire, and that if, after a period of 
(say) 25 years, the plan had not proved successful, or if any political cir- 
cumstances had turned the colonising efforts of the Jews in another 
direction, the land now offered might revert to the disposal of the British 
Government. If this territory is given to your Committee for the purposes 
set forth, you will have been presented with one of the best pieces ol 
unoceupied land which could be found for you anywhere in. the British 
Empire. Seeing the importance to the British Empire of the prosperity of 
the Jewish people, I do not think, under proper safeguards, that this gift 
will be more than a judicious speculation on our part; but, if your people do 
not, in the long run, take to an agricultural life, or make reasonable use of 
the opportunities now given to them, I do not think the territory should be 
kept back from other European, Asiatic, or negro settlement for an indefinite 
period 

Nothing in the terms of the gift should preclude the British Govern- 
ment at any time from constructing railways across any part of this territory 
for Imperial purposes. | 

As far as I understand your scheme and approve of it, this land, which 
is to be a purely Jewish settlement, would sean he one of the provinces of 
the British East African Dominion, a province, no doubt, administered by 
a Jewish Sub-Commissioner, but under the general political direction of the 
future High Commissioner for East Africa; it would remain an integral part 
of the British Empire, though a considerable degree of autonomy would be 
granted to the Jews settled within it. 

You ask me as to my views regarding the general question of the future 
before the Jewish race. I still hold to the Palestine ideal, still believe that 

olitically, strategically, and sentimentally, we should prepare ourselves 
for an eventual Jewish state in Southern Syria and Palestine, a state which 
might possibly include the Sinaitic Peninsula and extend eastwards to the 
Euphrates. The Jews, in my opinion, ought once more to resume their 
civilising work in Arabia, a work which was interrupted by the conversion 
of that country to Islam. | tS 

As a halting place by the way, the East African Scheme, within the 
limitations now agreed upon, is at any rate an unobjectionable device for 
the strengthening and gathering up of more or less outcast Jews into a nation 
physically strong and thoroughly self-reliant. Assuming that the objection- 
able features of the scheme have been removed, I wish it the fullest measure 
of success. I can certainly testify to the fact that you are being offered a 
healthy part of East Africa, possessing every good feature from an agricul- 
turalist’s point of view, and yet a tract of land wherein at present there are 
no rival claims for settlement to be considered.

AUTHORITATIVE DENIAL.

A financier, high in the political as well as the financial world of St. Petersburg, 
at present staying at Stockholm, makes the following important statement which has 
not vet been published: Russia, he says, has obtained from the house of Rothschild a 
loan of £6.250,000. As security Rothschilds are to control the Russian tobacco tax. 
As a condition precedent to the loan Rothschilds stipulated for an undertaking that 
legal provision should be made for ameliorating the condition of the Jews in Russia, 
The conciliatory plans of the new Minister of the Interior are the first fruits of this 
undertaking. | 

We are authorised to state that the house of Rothschild has not granted 
a loan to Russia, as reported in the foregoing telegram. 


The Russian Situation.

A communication to the Times of last Friday from its Russian corre- 
spondent stated | 

As for the large Jewish element in the south, they are positively solid against the 
war. in spite of Statements to the contrary. Their tracle has already been partially 
ruined. Their credit has been diminished abroad to a degree which they declare to be 
insulting. Establishment after establishment has already been driven into liquidation. 
Others are tottering Industry, 18 suffering keenly Scores of large and 
hundreds of smaller industrial concerns are struggling along on half-tume, re ee 
In the Governments of Bessarabia and Kherson alone 60.000 reservists have been 
served with notices to assemble at the concentration potmnts for rrecdical examination. 
Qhver 20 per cent. of these reservists are Jews. . ) Further large batches of 
doctors have also rece ived orders te prepare to leave for the front. It is significant, 
too, that an overwhelming proportion of the medical men drafted for Manchuria from 
Odessa, Nikolareff, and elsewhere are Jews. 

A Reuter telegram from Odessa states that the Tsar was welcomed by, 
amongst others, a Hebrew deputation offering bread and salt. 

Reuter télegrams from St. Petersburg on Monday state: 

The trial began here to-day with closed doors of eight persons charged with 
having formed a secret revolutionary society aru with being responsible for the 
organization of a secret printing press for the issu of proclamations and other 
seditious documents. The press was discovered |ast year in Apraxine Lane, St. 
Petersburg. in the house of a Jewess over 60 years of age named Steinman, the mother 
of one of the accused. The others are ex pupils of the Se condary School, which they 
only recently left. Their names are Rosenauer, an ex-pupil of the Naval Engineering 
School: Tatilitowne, a student of St. Petersburg University; Ragozine, a pupil at 
the Institute of Mines; Nikolaieff, who after his arrest made a complete confession ; 
Gromazova, a medical student: and Mikhailova, a seamstress 17 years old. A par 
ticularly interesting feature of the case is the fact that the Jewess, Steinman, 1s 
charged with having failed to denounce the istence of t he society and the secret 
printing press. The defence maintains that she had no right to make such a 
denunciation, for the law does not allow a mother to denounce her son, while the 
prosecution claims that it was her duty to denounce the other culprits, thus mwrhnoring 


the fact that such a denunciation would clearly have implicated her son. The verdict .

A Reuter telegram from Cologne on Monday states 

The Cologne (raz tte publishes the following lhe ssaye of yesterday's date from 
St. Petersburg: 

Serious excesses committed by reservists are reported from different places. No 
food supple s having been provided for some trains which were to carry a large number 
of troops, the reservists plundered shops and hotels and resisted the police. These 
acts are described by the Jewish Press as being a persecution of the Jews, because 
many Jews in the south have suffered from them ; but this is a wrong view of the case 

The Times of Wednesday bane a communication from its Russian 
correspondents relative to mobilization in Southern Russia. The com- 
munication states:—The mobilization of the troops of the 14th Russian 
Infantry Division, a portion of which 1s permanently stationed at Kishineff, 
is stated to be practically complete. The percentage of Jewish reservists 
attached is a very large one. . Of the reservists called up in South 
Russia a large number of Jews and others have failed to ‘put in an 
appearance. 

The Odessa correspondent of the Morning Leader referring to the 
unpopularity of the Far Eastern war in Russia, and the reluctance of the 
soldiers to leave for Manchuria, remarks that “it is only natural, perhaps, 
that the majority of the refugees who have successfully evaded the reservist 
roll-eall should be Jews, as the Israelites form a little more than one-third 
of the population of Odessa.” The attempts to escape from the ranks are 
not confined to Jews. “The Russian,” says the correspondent, “is no less 
loth to go to the front than the Jews. Within the last ten days there have 
been 23 suicides in consequence of the reservist levy.” But, according to 
the correspondent, “ indiscriminate reprisals,” for which there is “ assuredly 
no justification,” are being taken against the families of Jewish refugees. 
“In some score of cases the fathers of refugee Jewish 
reservists, when not more than 45 years of age, have been 
seized and enrolled in their sons’ places. In other and more 
numerous cases the brothers, or other near male relations of Jewish refugees, 
have been similarly taken, without the slightest regard to the fate of the 
roung families dependent for bread upon the proxies. Having regard to the 
ein numbers of Jews serving at the seat of war, both in the fighting line 
and the medical service, there is all the less reason for these severe reprisals 
in the case of defaulters. One trusts that Prince Sviatopolk-Mirski, who has 
recently been the gratified recipient of numerous Jewish congratulations in 
the area referred to by the correspondent, will endeavour to procure a juster 
conception of military requirements than those now current in South 
Russia.” 

An article dealing with the personality of the new Russian Minister of 
the Interior, appears in the current number of Free Russia, over the 
signature of Mr. D. Soskice, one of its editors. The writer recalls that M. 
de Plehve “ paid great compliments to the Jewish race, explaining to its 
leaders that the Jewish people are too clever and. too courageous to be 
allowed equal rights with the Christians.” In the same way, says Mr. 
Soskice, the Prince says now that “he loves the Jews and is an enemy of 
religious persecution, but that it the Jews were given too much liberty they 
would rapidly assume too much importance.” The writer recalls an incident 
in the Prince’s career. He was, says Mr. Soskice, sent to Siberia by the 
Tsar and De Plehve upon the errand of making peace with the students in 
exile there, and, in his speech to the students, he invited them to “ work 
together with him.” He told them that he, too, recognised many weak 
points in the Russian régime, but that things must be bettered only little by 
little. The students dubbed him “Zion,” and replied to him that they 
preferred to stay in savage Siberia than to work together with the Govern- 
ment. The liberal utterances of Sviatopolk-Mirski reminded the students 
too much of the similar language usually employed by the gendarmes when 
enjoining free confession on their prisoners. “We know it to be a fact,” 


sava Mr. Soskice. “that wholesale arbitrary arrestations, and the merciless 
beating of political prisoners by the police and prison guards were practised 
as steadily as ever.” when the Prince replaced Von Wahl as Governor of 
Vilna. “ However.” adds Mr. Soskice, “ we do not intend to imply that the 
Prince will necessarily follow in the footsteps of Von Plehve. The political 
history of nations abounds in instances of most reactionary statesmen being 
forced to pass liberal reforms. The direction in which a minister moves is 
mapped out for him often more by exterior circumstances than by his 
political inclination, and for this reason it is wiser to refrain from prophesy- 
ing the future actions of the new Minister of the Interior.” 


Homage to Emile Zola. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


PARIS, 83RD OCTOBER. 


When one compares the grandiose demonstration which took place here 
yesterday in honour of the memory of Emile Zola with the state of public 
opinion at the time when he launched his appeal for justice on behalf of an 
innocent man languishing in a convict prison, one cannot fail to be struck 
with admiration for the great departed, thanks to whom times have so happily 
changed. When one remembers that an infuriated mob assailed 
the illustrious writer on his way to the Palace of Justice 
with cries of “death to the Jews!” while the Due d’Orleans was embracing 
Esterhazy, one feels that the heavy torpor, the frightful nightmare which 
then weighed on the Jews in France, has now been shaken off. On the Jews 
of France the obligation rests of venerating the memory of the famous 
writer as they would venerate that of one of their own great men who had 
fought for liberty and tolerance. 

Five years ago a procession which had been formed to render homage to 
Zola would not have been able to traverse the streets of Paris without 
running the risk of giving rise to sanguinary riots, and undoubtedly the 
warehouses and shops of Jews would have been attacked by anti- 
Semitic desperadoes. Yesterday, more than six thousand citizens were 
able to march in imposing procession to the Montmartre Cemetery there to 
pay the testimony of their admiration for the great man who had been called 
away all toosoon. Not a discordant cry, no appeal to hatred, disturbed the 
peaceful and majestic manifestation. In the days gone by the procession 
would have encountered bands of hirelings of “la Patrie francaise,” 
threatening them with violence; this time all was quiet, and by a unanimous 
sentiment the people of Paris working men, the middle class and thinkers 
joined in homage to the great dead. And if our coreligionists also joined 
the procession in large numbers, it was because they knew what they owed 
to the man who, with so much energy, had raised the cry of his indignant 
conscience. They remembered the sombre period through which 
they had passed. The business men among them were reminded of the injury 
which those troublous times inflicted on their trade, and of the appeals which 
were made by their enemies tothe people not to buy at theirshops. Public 
functionaries among the Jews remembered how, under reactionary or timid 
Governments, terrified by the threats of the anti-Jews, their position had 
beeome precarious, and their chances of promotion destroyed. Jewish 
military men were reminded of the difficulty they experienced in obtaining 
high rank in the army,so much so that the younger generation had renounced 
a military calling. And in all branches of social activity the Jews were 
hampered in their free development, placed everywhere on the Index, and 
regarded as suspects, for the sole reason that one of their number had been 
the cause of an agitation.-the involuntary cause, because he had been sent 
far away and was incapable of proclaiming his innocence. 

The Jews in France are aware that to Emile Zola, above all, is due the 
awakening of the French conscience, which had so long been silenced and 
blinded. This fact was eloquently recalled by such eminent men as M. de 
Pressense, M. Anatole France, M. Manau, Honorary President of the Court of 
Cassation, at a soiree in honour of Zola held at the Trocadero on Saturday. 
They looked forward to the day in the near future when the clouds would 
disperse, and radiant justice would proclaim, in the face of the world, the 
baselessness of a monstrous action, and they declared that Zola will have 
been one of those who contributed to the arrival of that day by the superb 
appeal which he made in his letter, “ J'accuse.” 

The Jews of France will contemplate with pleasure not only the striking 
rehabilitation of one of their own, but also the advent of a new prophetic 
era--an era of tolerance, of liberty and of complete justice. The name 
of the powerfal writer and large-hearted man, Emile Zola, will become, as it 
already is for them, symbolical of the championship of noble causes and of 


the defence of the oppressed, and in their hearts they will inscribe his name 
in letters of gold. 


Munificent Gift of Mr. Beit.—As Mr. Alfred Beit’s Hebrew origin 
is cast up against us whenever his great wealth is mentioned 
though there is no reason to suppose that his riches are evi- 
dence of anything worse than remarkable foresight, enérgy and ability, 
coupled with good fortune—it is pleasing to write that he has given the 
Frankenwald Estate, near Johannesburg, to the Transvaal Government, 
for the purpose of furthering the cause of education in that colony. It 
is stated that over £60,000 has been spent on the property. The area 
of the estate is 1,000 acres. In making the gift, Mr. Beit stipulated that the 
Government should purchase an adjoining piece of ground of 1,000 acres, pro- 


mising at the same time to spend an additional sum of £10,000 himself on 
acquiring more ground, 


Political Intelligence.--At the nomination of candidates for the Thanet 
Division of Kent, last Friday, papers were handed in among others, on behalf 
of Mr. King, the Liberal candidate, which were exclusively signed by Jews. 
The signatures were headed by those of the Rev. B. J. Salomons, of Monte- 
fiore College, and Mr. Herman Shandel, also of Ramsgate. At a meeting held 
at Ramsgate on Saturday evening, Mr. H. H. Marks said he had been told 
that a large number of Jewish names appeared in the nomination papers 
handed in on behalf of his opponent. He was sorry that anyone should 
regard the issue as a Jewish question or as a Christian question. He only 
regarded it asa British question. Addressing an open-air meeting on Tues- 
day, Mr. Marks said that if he were elected, as he expected to be, he would 
vote in and out of season for the passing of a Bill to reduce alien immigra- 
tion. He had been told that he had lost many Jewish votes through the 
advocacy of that policy. He did not want to get in if he had to conceal his 


opinions. The polling takes place to-day, and the result will be declared 
to-morrow.

Riotous Disturbance at Leeds. 


In our last issue we reported the first day’s hearing, at the Leeds City 
Police Court, of charges of unlawful wounding arising out of a disturbance at 
a meeting at the Gower Street Council School, at which Jews of Orthodox 
and of Anarchist—or Socialist —opinions were present. Our Leeds corre- 
spondent writes: As faras I can gather, it seems that the meeting was 
called by Anarchists for a lecture on “Self-Education.” Some of the Ortho- 
dox attended, fearing that the subject was objectionable. It is probable 
that an attack was made on religion, which provoked dissent. The 
scuffle took place in the school-yard, and the whole affair did not last 
five minutes. Many of the assailants were injured. The caretaker told me 
that he locked the gate, and would not allow anybody who had left the 
premises to re-enter. lam told that the Anarchists held an open-air meet- 
ing last Saturday in the North Street Recreation Ground, and that the 
proceedings were orderly. 


Police Court Proceedings.— Second Day. Specially Reported. 

A fracas between Orthodox Jews and a section of the same community) 
it; Leeds, known as “ Freethinkers,” during which knives were alleged to 
have been used, which occurred at Gower Street Council School, Leeds, 
the outcome of a meeting held on the 25th September,  cul- 
minated in two summonses being issued against Calman Sherefski, a 
cabinetinaker, residing at 10, New Cleveland Street, for unlawfully wounding 
Morris Mendelstone and Harris Samuel, and a summons against Harry 
Cortz, brushmaker, of 32, Enfield Grove, for wounding Benjamin Tryer. 
The hearing was continued on Wednesday before Mr. C. M. Atkinson, the 
Leeds stipendiary magistrate, at the City Police Court. 

Mr. H. F. Atter (from the office of the Leeds Town Clerk) prosecuted, 
and Mr. A. E. Masser appeared for the defendants 

Mr. Atter, in opening the case, said that on Sunday, the 25th of last 
month, a meeting was held in the Gower Street School, by a party of Jews 
who were called “Socialists,” or, according to his friend, Mr. Masser, 
* Freethinkers,” and it was interrupted by a section of Jews who were called 
Zionists, or Orthodox Jews. The argument became somewhat heated, and 
some of the parties adjourned to the school-yard in front of the school, and 
into the street, where a disturbance took place. What took place at the 
meeting did not affect the case, for the three men Injured were outsiders 
altogether, and had nothing at all to do with the meeting. They had seen 
a crowd collected, and had gone up to see what it was all about, when they 
were assaulted and wounded by the defendants. In the case of Harry 
Samuel, he was in the street on the side of the road opposite to the school, 
when he saw Sherefski take a knife out of his pocket, and heard him say, 
‘I will stab anybody I can get hold of. This is revenge for London.” 
amuel went up to Sherefski saying “Stabbing is not allowed,” when 
herefski turned round at once, struck Samuel on the head with the knife. 
cutting a hole in his hat, and inflicting a wound on his head, and then 
rushed away into the school. Cortz also had a knife and struck Tryer (who 
had also not been to the meeting, and Was standing on the opposite side 
of the road), inflicting a wound near the right ear... Cortz was rushing about 
in a very excited way, and Tryer could not tell if it were a penknife or a 
butcher's knife with which he was struck. That caused considerable dis- 
turbance, and a large crowd assembled. The defendants were taken to 
the police-station, and the injured nfen had their injuries attended to. The 
injuries inflicted were not of a grave nature, as the knives used appeared to 
be small ones. 

Harry Samuel, a rivetter, living at 20, Cannon Street, spoke English 
imperfectly, and his evidence was interpreted by Mrs. Lewis, although 
witness answered a number ot questions Without her aid He said he was 
in Gower Street about four o'clock in the afternoon of the 25th ult : ana 
was oh the side of the road opposite to the school. He was going along 
the street to the synagogue. He saw Sherefski arguing with Mendelstone 
and someone else, when witness said, “ It is a shame-to fight.” As soon as 
he had said that Sherefski took something out of his pocket and stabbed 
witness through the hat, and cut his head. He was afterwards taken to 
the police-station. The police were not present when he was struck, but 
came up about five minutes afterwards. 

Mr. Atter: Did Sherefski remain in the road after he struck you ?—No, 
he rushed into the school. Witness added that he was in Gower Street all 
the time. He knew Mendelstone, and saw Cortz follow Tryer, but did not 
see him do anything. 

Were you inside this meeting ?—Not at all. 

Had you anything to do with the dispute going on in the road when 
you came up »—Not at all. ) 

Mr. Masser, before cross-examining, said that there were two factions 
of Jews in Leeds, one known as the Orthodox, and the other known as 
Freethinkers. The one observed the Fast days, etc., whereas the Free- 
thinkers did not. 

The Stipendiary Magistrate: The feud has arisen for a long time, for I 
have read something about it some years ago. 

Mr. Masser said that only a short time before, on the Day of Atone- 
ment, the Freethinkers were brave enough to take some food in a cart 
through some part of the East End of London. They were attacked by 
the Orthodox Jews, and there was a free fight, in which some were wounded 
In consequence, a number of persons were haled before Mr. Cluer, at 
Worship Street. The reasons for the present disturbance were apparently 
Arpcben and what was done in the London case he would ask the learned 
Stipendiary to adopt in the present instance, 

Mr. Masser (to witness): Are you a member of the Orthodox Jews ?—1 
can please myself.

Have you not discussed and debated in the Labour Hall in Regent 
Street the cause of this row in London ?—I was told about it, but I have 
not read it. 

Witness added that he did not know of the meeting in Gower Street, 
and did not know that a gentleman who spoke at the meeting in Gower 
Street had — the night before on the subject at the Labour Hall, nor 
did he see the poster announcing the meeting, as he was in the Labour 
Hall only ten minutes. He was in Gower Street on Sunday afternoon 
because he did not live far away. He was going past to the synagogue. 

What were you going to the synagogue for ?—To say my prayers. 

What time was it >—It was past four o'clock. 


Is there any service in the synagogue at past four o'clock ?—Yes, 
there is. 

Can you go any time you like ?--Yes, some go at two o'clock 
The day when this disturbance took place was not your Sabbath, 
if was our Sunday ?—Yes. 

Do you mean to say there was any service at all that afternoon at the 
synagogue ?—Yes, there was.

Very gradually. There was disorder for some time after the police left, 

‘Cross-examined by Mr. Atter, the witness adhered to the statement that 
he saw Tryer inside early and before the police came. 

The ease was adjourned until Thursday, the 13th inst.

United States. A body of this kind would be able to centralise all living forces, moral. 
spiritual and financial, of the Jewish commonwealth of the United States. and the 
problem requires the tireless activity of a complete central cabinet, with hundreds of 
capable and well-paid functionaries.

On Sunday afternoon there passed away a venerable communal worker 
of the old schoo] in the person of Mr. Haim Guedalla, nephew of Sir Moses 
Montefiore, and brother-in-law of the late Sir Joseph eh bag-Montefiore Po 
many the announcement of his death will come as a surprise, for he had 
long been dead to the world, his great age having compelled lis retirement! 
from public life, while the majority of his contemporaries and tellow- 
workers had already predeceased him. For many years now he has been 
A WeTe to the community, but it Was thi ol a litle 
strenuous activity, and of a career most unselfishly cb ted to the mterests 
of ‘his coreligionists at home and abroad, ln his dav there were Tew ie!

Mr. Guedalla was born on the 20th August, Is15- the year of the Batth 
of Waterloo—-and he entered his ninetieth year on wR. Nae’. by a curious 
coincidence this was the birthday also of his father, Judah Guedalla, who 
lived to be almost a centenarian. Judah Guedalla, a native of Mogador, 
was born in 1760, and died in 1858, and was, in his day, a merchant and 
philanthropist of repute. He was a prominent worshipper al Bevis Marks, 
while his home at 12, Finsbury Square was one of those hospitable houses ot 
eall to wht h the community oi three-quarters of a ce! tury ago resorted on 
Sabbaths and Festivals. The Tabernacle in his garden was almost a public 
mstitution, rendered famous by the fact that Rabbah he would 
give it up to his daughter for the purpose of a ladies part: He fe unded 
a Yeshiba at Jerusalem, known as the Guedalla Colle: (Beth Guedalia), 
which for many years Was presided over by Rabbi Ja Kliashat ()n this 
death bys hequeathed to the Spanish 
and Portuguese Synagogue’ a Trust 
for religious and charttavle purposes 
which, besides providing for the per-

Judah Guedalla had two sons and 

erie daughter The elder son Was 
Hain, and the younger Moses 
Guedalla, father of Mr. David Gue- 
dalla His daughter, Grace, was 
twiee married Her first husband 
was Mr. Gershom Kursheedt, an 
American gentleman whe came to 
BKngland as a representative ol the 
Judah Touro legacy, bringing a letter 
of introduction to Sir Moses Monte- 
fiore Judah Touro was wealthy 
Israelite of New Orleans, who had 
bequeathed 50,000 dollars to Sir Moses 
Montefiore, to be applied, he 
might think fit, for the benefit of the 
Jews in the Holy Land On the 
occasion of a subsequent visit to the 
Holy Land, Sir Moses applied this 
money to the ereetion’ of the Judah 
Touro Almshouses at Jerusalem and 
other philanthropic activities.

Mr. tlaim Guedalla received a 
very careful private education under 
eminent .tutors, and having given 
special attention to foreign languages, 
he became an excellent linguist. He 
studied Hebrew under the Rev. David 
Meldola, under whose guidance he 
attained a considerable knowledge 
of the sacred language and rabbinical 
literature. The scholarship he thus 
acquired was ungrudgingly placed at 
the service of the Jewish community, 
as the columns of the Jewish Chronicle, ever since its establishment in 
the * forties,” constantly testily. It is impossible io enumerate his con- 
tributions to this journal, ranging, as they do, over a vast variety of Jewish 
subjects, and covering a period of nearly sixty years. At one time he 
Suggests a reprint of the famous “Fables of Bidpal,” and at another a 
translation of the Talmudical Prescriptions relating to Usury, with the 
object of showing “to the members of other persuasions the severity of 
the ordinances towards those usurers who take undue interest for their 
loans of money.” He roposed the formation of Hlebrew 
Literature Society, having he its object the translation into English 
of Zunz’s “Gottesdienstlichen Vortrage” and the “ Synagogale 
Poesie des Mittelalters.” The following letters On the subject had, twenty- 
one years previously, been sent by the venerable German scholar.to Mr. 
Guedalla:

Mr. Guedalla was able to utilise his knowledge of Hebrew in another 
and more practical direction—in his zealous and life-long labours for the 
Jews of the Holy Land, in whom his father before him had taken 80 pious 
an interest. In 1840, he married Miss Jemima Sebag, the mece of Sir Moses 
Montefiore and sister of Mr. Josepli Sebag, afterwards Sir Joseph Sebag- 
Montefiore. From that time onward he actively participated in his uncle's 
historic efforts for the improvement of the Holy Land. When, in 1895, Sir 
Moses and Lady Montefiore made their third journey to Palestine, for the 
purpose of expending the Judah Touro legacy, Mr. and Mrs. Guedalla 
accou panied their distingvished and long after Sir Moses's death, 
so’ long, indeed, as he was strong cnough to maintain interest In com- 
munal affairs, he devoted himself -unsparingly to the welfare of his 
Palestinian coreligionists. For many years he was delegated by the 
Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue to remit the moneys which this con- 
vrevation had always subseribed for the relief of the poor of the four holy 
cities. When Sir Moses died, in 1885, the title of “ Nasi” (Prince of the 
Captivity), which had hitherto beer borne by his distinguished uncle, now 
descended to his nephew, the distinction having been conferred by the 
Haham Bashi and a conclave of Jerusalem Rabbis on Mr. Guedalla, together 
with Sir Joseph Sebag Montefiore, the late Dr. Adler, and Lord Rothschild. 
When Queen Victoria celebrated het Jubilee, on the 2Ist June, 1897, Mr 
Guedalla gave evidence of the two-fold loyalty which characterised him 
by arranging with the Haham Bash: and Rabbi Salant for a magnificent 
commemoration of the event in Jerusalem From 1876 to 1881, Mr. 
Guedalla acted as Chairman of the Turkish Bondholders of the General 
Debt of Turkey a debt amounting t) 250 millions sterling. In conjunction 
with George Eliot, whose interest in the restoration of Palestine to the 
Jews found its fullest expression in “ Daniel Deronda,” he actively engaged 
in negotiations with the Grand Vizier, Midhat Pasha, for the acquisition of 
land in Palestine for Jewish cultivation—the idea being that this land 
should be given to the bondholders in lreu of the overdue interest. The 
negotiations were both protracted ana 
ditheult, but unfortunately they led 
successful issue 

In 1865, Mr. -Guedalla accompanied 
Sir Moses his mission to Morocesn. 
where Jews were at the time subjected 
to much persecullon., The party 
travelled first to Spain, stopping at 
Madrid, where they the 
acquaintance of the Prime Minister, 
of General Prim, and other = distin- 
guished personages. On his arrival at 
Moroceo, Sir Moses and his’ party 
were received, by the Sultan. with 
much favour, and the result of the 
venerable baronet’s intercession on 
behalf of his coreligionists was that 
they were promised perfect equality 
with the Moslem population. 

Mr. Guedalla’s visit to Madrid in 
the company of his illustrious kins- 
and the acquammtance which he 
there made of the most influential 
persons at the head of the Spanish 
Government, was destined six years 
later to lead to important  conse- 
quences for the Jewish community 
In 1869, he obtained from Marshal 
Prim permission for’ the Jews to 
return to Spain—the country from 
which they had been cruelly banished 
ior nearly 400 years. This memorable 
achievement will always entitle Mr. 
Guedalla to rank among the  bene- 
factors of his race. Ner did his efforts 
in the cause of religious liberty stop 
there. Not satistied that his coreliy- 
should be merely re-admitted 
into Spain, he never rested until he 
obtained an explicit recognition from 
the Government. of the right of Jews 
fo worship as such. In 1876, when 
ihe Spanish Constitution was being 
discussed in the Cortes, the Board of 
Deputies had presented a memorial 
iu Don Alfonso XI] . asking that Jews 
settling in Spain might be permitted 
to profess and practise their religion therein, inasmuch as the eleventh 
clause of the Constitution enacted that while “ no-one shall be molested, or 
persecuted, on Spanish soil for his political Opinions, or for his particular 
form of worship, so iong as he keeps within the bounds of Christian morality ; 
no other ceremonies and no other public manifestations than those of the 
religion of the State shall be permitted.” The Board was unable to secure 
anv amendment of this clause. But, in I88l, Mr. Guedalla addressed the 
following letter to the Spanish Prime Minister: -

To His Excellency Don Sagasta. 

Dear Sir, -Permit me, in the first place, to convey to you my gratitude for the 
sentiments expressed in your esteemed letter of the 27th June. There is some hesi- 
tation on the part of my coreligionists abroad in returning to Spain, inasmuch as 
several evil-minded persons have told them that no publi manifestation of their 
religious ceremonies or worship will be allowed to be made. I give no credence what- 
ever to so incredible a statement, and | believe that regulations of the municipalities 
of the different cities will alone require to be observed in order to obtain permission 
to erect a synagogue, and purchase a piece of land for the establishment of a Jewish 
cemetery. If l am not wrong in this presumption, I pray you humbly to confirm it 
in writing so as to inspire the necessary confidence.

This letter had the effect of eliciting from the Spanish Ministry a liberal 
interpretation of the clause in question, which amounted to its virtual 
repeal. The Prime Minister wrote as follows:— 

August 24th, 1881. 
Don H, Guedalla. 
Most EsreemMep Sir,—In reply to your last honoured letter, I hasten to inform 

you that according to Article 11 of the Spanish Constitution it is stated: ** The Roman 

Catholic Apostolic Religion is that of the State. The nation engages to maintain the 

worship and ministers thereof. None shall be molested in the Spanish territory for 

his religious opinions, or for the exercsse of his respective worship. Nevertheless 
no other ceremonies or public manifestation will be permitted, saving those connected 
with the State religion.” 

In accordance with this Article, any Spanish citizen may profess such worship as 
he may deem fit within the preseribed limits, which does not preclude his having a 
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stgted place for the celebration of his worship and a site for a cemetery. distinct from 
the Catholics, in the same way as the Protestants have. These are the on!s yuar- 
antees which the Government can give to yourself and your core liggiontste, who need 
have no cause for apprehension. Trusting that the present will suffice to remove the 
effect caused by inaidions suggestions, 
remain, dear Sir, yours verv truly. 
SAGASTA. 

A few months later, Mr. Guedalla received a further communication 
from Senor Sagasta, conferring upon Jews the same powers of naturalisation 
as were enjoyed by other foreign subjects resident in Spain. These privileges 
were confirmed by the Monarchy in 1883. When, in the course of time, a 
movement, initiated by Senor 1. Lopez-Lapinya, of Madrid, for the return 
of the Jews to Spain, took definite shape, and a“ Cercle Isracélite Espagnol’ 
was founded to promote the object, Mr. Guedalla’s services to the cause 
were fittingly recognised by his being created Honorary President of the 
Organising Committee. 

Nor were his services to his coreligionists abroad confined to the Holy 
Land and Spain. Of his interest in the fate of Russian Jews he gave 
proof by issuing a translation into English of Prince Demidoff San-Donato’s 
important work on “ The Jewish Question in Russia After the death of 
this enlightened Prince, his widow manifested her Apprectation of Mr 
Guedalla’s public-spirited undertaking by presenting him with a silver-gilt 
medal bearing the likenesses of herself and her hustband. 

Mr. Guedalla rendered lengthy service to the Jewish Board of Deputies 
His name appears among the signatories to the testimonial presented by 
the Board in 1841 to the late Hananel de Castro for the services rendered as 
temporary President during the absence of Sir Moses Montefiore in the East. 
and “uwaini, itl the series of resolutions, presented eight years later to Mrs 
H. de Castro on the death of her husband. For many years he was the only 
survivor of all the signatories to these two documents 


To the Bevis Marks Synagogue he manifested a life-long devotion, filling 
its various offices with genial and conspicuous ability. He was President 
of the Mahamad at the time of the centenary of Sir Moses Montefiore, which 
was celebrated on the Z7th October, 1884. and of which he subsequently 
compiled an account. Two years later, when it was proposed to demolish 
the ancient fane ith Bevis Marks. and remove it to a less valuable site further 
Kast, Mr. Guedalla placed himself at the head of a movement for opposing 
the scheme. From a pecuniary point of view, the congregation would have 
greatly benefited by the change, but sentiment was entirely against the 
destruction of so precious a land-mark in the history of English Jews. Mr 
carried the ana the proposal had to be abandoned Many 
years before, Mr. Guedalla had taken a prominent part in another con 
gregational event of a very different character. He associated himself with 
Mr. Hananel de Castro in a prolonged and diflicult effort to induce the 
Bevis Marks Synagogue to remove the Herem from those members of the 
Spanish and Portuguese Congregation who had sec@ded to the Burton Street 
Synagogue. In the language of Mr. Picciotto:. “ Several gentlemen con- 
tributed by their exertions to the removal of Herem, and among these we 
may mention Mr. H. De Castro and Mr. Haim Guedalla. These gentlemen 
deserve credit for their efforts in this matter. They experienced consider- 
able difficulty in carrying out their pacific intentions, but they eventually 
succeeded in inducing the seceders, with the exception of two, to sign a 
request to be relieved of the Herem, The ecclesiastical authorities per- 
formed, on the 9th March, 1849, the ceremony necessary. to purge — the 
Reformers of Herem in the presence of Mr. Hl. De Castro and Mr. H 
Guedalla. Their act enabled families which had long ceased holding com- 
munication to resume fnendly intercourse; and one of the leaders of the 
Reformers paid at once a visit to one of the chiefs of the Orthodox party, 
between whom friendly ties had not prevented the birth of a bitter religious 
feud.” Whether we are justified in speaking of a Herem in this connection, 
is not quite ceréain. Mr. Guedalla himself declared, in a letter which he 
addressed to the Jewish Chronicle on the 4th April, [S45, that there never 
was a Herem, the only decree which the Ecclesiastical Authorities tssucd 
against the members of Burton Street being a “ caution.” Phere are points 
In connection with this incident which have never been cleared up, but 
that for some years the Reformers rested under the ban of ecclesiastical 
displeasure admits of no doubt. Mr. Guedalla’s services (next to those of 
Mr. de Castro) in removing this cause of dissension from the community 
are, therefore, deserving of honourable remembrance 

He was a man of many parts, which he played with no tnconsiderable 
distinction. His interests were no less;wide than his reading, which was 
very extensive. The varidus pamphlets which he compiled in the course 
of his long and busy life would, if enumerated, Comprise a lengthy List. 
They ranged over a wide variety of topies—religious, literary, communal, 
and financial. At the public meetings which he attended he invariably 
spoke with knowledge and effect. His charitableness was remarkable. One 
of his greatest delights was to attend fancy tairs and charitable bazaars, 
where he spent his money with a lavish generosit) At Jewish charity 
dinners, in years gone by, he was a familiar and striking figure in his blue 
coat and brass buttons. One of the handsomest men of his time, he dressed 
to perfection. There are those living who remember the modish appearance 
which he was accustomed to affect when he mixed among the fashionable 
throngs of Ascot and Goodwood. He was a fellow of many societies like the 
Horticultural, the Botanical, and the Zoological, andi was always pleased to 
present his friends with tickets of admission to their functions. A genial 
and witty companion, he went largely into society with his wife. This 
estimable lady predeceased him in 1890, five years after the death of her 
uncle, Sir Moses, whom she attended in his last illness. From that time Mr. 
Guedalla gradually retired into private life. As the infirmities of age 
grew upon him, and his old friends and relations died off—he had no 
children—his retirement became more complete. For the past two or three 
fears he entirely ceased to také part in the life of the community, which 
had once been to him a source of such strenuous interest. He became more 
and more confined to the house, and since last April he never left his room. 
His nephews were frequently with him in his last illness, and he received 
regular visits from Mr. 8. 1. Cohen, the Secretary of the Portuguese 
Synagogue. He passed peacefully away on Sunday afternoon at about half- 
past six. 

At the Tahara, which took place on Monday night, the officiating 
Lavadores were the Rev. 8. Piperno and Messrs. I. L. Salzedo and M. 
Brandon Bravo. 

The funeral took place on Tuesday. Among those who assembled at 
Abingdon Road were Mr. David Guedalla and Mr. Cecil Sebag-Montefiore, 
nephews, the Revs. J. Pinerno, 8. J. Roco, and 8. Conquy, Mr. Ferdinand J. 
Spielmann, grandnephew (representing his father, Mr. Isidore Spielmann, 
m8 is abroad), Mr. Marcus N. Adler, Mr. Moses Aflalo, and Mr. F. B. 
Halford, President of the Mahamad. At the Mile End Cemetery, where the 
interment took place, there were also present Mr. Isaac Genese, President 
of the Hebra (Burial Society), Mr. Joshua M. Levy. and Mr. E. N. Martinez, 
and most of the male inmates of the Feth Holim Hospital. The Chief Rabbi 
sent a message expressing regret that an official engagement prevented him 
from attending the funeral. Mr. Edmund Sebag-Montefiore, a nephew, was 
also absent owing to his being on the continent, and Mr. J. de Castro 
through a slight indisposition. The burial service was chanted by the Rev. 
J. Piperno. The body was interred in a grave between those of Mrs. 
Guedalla and his father. 


THE FAMILY OF GUEDALLA. 
The Guedalla family emigrated to Morocco on the expulsion of the 


Jews from Spain under Ferdinand. the Catholie, and their ancient Spanish 


crest, which they still preserve, has been stated to be that of a marquisate. 
The first undoubted historical notice of the family occurs in a work of travel 
of Samuel Romanili, who, in the second half of the eighteenth century, 
was in Morocco, and afterwards published, in Hebrew, a classical account 
of the country He says that he met at Mogador “the Hazan of the 
Synagogue, and head of the academy, which was in the house of (;uedalla.” 
‘I entreated him, Romanili continues, “ to speak for me to those men 
who were great, and whose Lrahisactions were extensive: perhaps one 
them might assist me. The man did not fail to do se, for he wished to see 
me in the house of HRaalyty Yaacoh Guedalla, who WAS 
the most honoured of the house of father Me suc. 
ceeded in his commission, and placed me in the house 9 of 
Guedalla All the brothers Guedaltla « ald speak and write Spanish, Wore 
or less fluently. Rabbi Yaacob, the eldest, did all the writing: Yaakob 
Zehee superimtended all work: Rabbi Judah attended to the study of the 
Law and lo the correspondence rua David. the youngest, had no depart- 
ment They were called by the Arabs sons of the rabbi. because two 
brothers had been rabbis These, when they had been in Amsterdam, and 
there perceived the difference between free men and slaves. commanded 
their children not to intermeddle with the King, and to have nothing to do 
with the government. Their lot was, therefore, prosperous above everything, 
their wealth very great, and their influence increasing.” 

Rabbi Judah came to London in 179% to take the management of the 
hquse previously established here, which he continued to direct until BPS31. 
when he retired from business, having realised an ample fortune. Rabbi 
Yaacob, the chief brother, died in Mogador in 1825, leaving his property to 
Judah. The last twenty years of his life Judah Guedalla spent in retire- 
mént and quiet. Rigorously practising all the minutiw of the strictest 
rabbinism, he spent four hours every day in prayer. The remainder of his 
time was devoted to the keeping of his accounts and some of his favourite 
studies, among which that of the Yad Hachazakah, by Maimonides, and 
that of some Cabbalistical works, occupied a principal rank. Up to a 
patriarchal nye he read the smal! ratyt itil al print without apectacles, 
preserved the keenness of his mental faculties in such vigour that a year 
before his death he detected an error in the Interest tables ii In44 lie 
was a member of the Connnittee for the relief of his brethren in Mogador.

Synagogue of the distinguished publicist and authority on foreign affairs, 
Mr. Alexis Sidney Krausse, who, although in poor health for a long period, 
died rather suddenly a few days previously.

This Recreation School is not meant for children who have their own 
home open to them when they leave school. Those who are responsible for 
initiating the school and for Carrying 1 oon are strongly of Opihion that 
Such children should be at home under maternal care and taking their 
natural part in home life. 

But for the forlorn children whose home is closed to them till 8 o'clock 
at night, Recreation Schools (conducted, as nearly as may be, like a well- 
ordered working-class home) are surely needed in every district of large 
towns. The only alternative is the street, with all the chances and dangers 
of evil company, and all the attendant hardships of hours spent in the dark 
and cold and wet of a London winteg, shivering on doorsteps for shelter 
What a contrast to the “ Children’s Home” of the well-to-do! 

The Old Montague Street Recreation School has been carried on for just 
a year at the small cost of £43. Of the sum originally collected only €19 is 
available towards the expenses of the current year.

own human kind, in which field there is plenty of work to be done. IT have 
it feeling of contempt for those pretended large-hearted beings whe will do 
their utmost to ruin a man for taking, say, nine instead of eight seconds to 
killa hen (1 know of a-case of this nature), but will not deprive themselves of 
a penny to save a fellow-creature from starvation. [ have known many such 
“soul-saving, but body-killing” individuals, and. consequently view with 
suspicion the efforts of these self-styled “ pacifiers of liuman savagery.” 

But this does not alter the fact that the ery is being raised, and that the 
anti-Semites are being provided with another string to their malicious bow 
It, therefore, behoves:us to see if there is no means of solving the difficulty 
Without either having iqnominiously to surrender a religious practice, or 
leaving handles convenient for our enemies to drav us down an the moud. 

| have always understood that our particular method took that shape, 
because it Is an essential doctrine Moour creed that animats destined for food 
must be slaughtered in a manner that will cause absolutely the least possible 
pain, and that, m the opimmion of our ancient rabbis, this method answered 
the purpose in the best then-known manner. If this be the correct principle 
underlying the matter, then the whole question lies in a nut-shell, and is 
very simple to solve. Any improvement that tends to lessen pain cannot 
be opposed to our religious convictions, but must, on that very aecount, be 
in strict accordance and agreement with our precepts. We are not bound to 
anything except the blessing made by the Shochet and the principle of 
humane action It would, therefore, appear to he va practicable course. for 
Jewish authorities to investigate the matter with a view of impartially 
ascertaining whether the pole-axe or the knife is the superior, and, in the 
event of the former proving to be the case, fearlessly and honestly to admit 
it. We must either prove to the satisfaction of the world that our method 
excels all others, or else ecclesiastical sanction should be viven to modern 
practice is officially enacted, without walling to be legally forced to do so 
If I do not err in reference to the assumption of the principle on which the 
Jewish method is founded, then I cannot see how the most orthodox would 
be prejudiced against anything that can be proved to carry out this principle 
in the most efficient manner.

JEWISH LADS’ CLUBS AND RELIGIOUS WORK. 

Sik,—With the advent of the autumn season and its accompaniment of 
the multifarious activities which tend to make up the life of Our community, 
I venture to write this letter so that it may eae the eyes of the workers in 
the growing number of our Jewish Lads’ Clubs. Whilst tendering them my 
hearty appreciation of their valued efforts in endeavouring to inculcate in 
our lads the lessons of true manliness and uprightness, as well as a know- 
ledge of their duties as Englishmen, | must confess, as a manager of a 
lads’ club, and one who has watched, for a number of years, the development 
of a large number of its members, that we are failing, and failing dis- 
astrously, in the very essentials which should be the guiding principles 
governing the method of our work. I am afraid that the pursuit of physical 
culture is being pushed in a manner too one-sided. 

Il am second to none in enthusiasm for the glories of the football and 
cricket field for our lads, but I think a halt should be called among the 
managers of our clubs, so that something may be done for the religious side 
of the work. In the words of Miss Lily Montagu (whose work in “ Clubland ” 
is an inspiration to all who come in contact with her), “the absence of a 
living religion among our Jewish youth cannot fail to concern religious men 
and women of all denominations.’ 

I shall be met with the reply that. religion can find no place in the 
curriculum of a lads’ club, which only seeks to’supply a haven of rest for 
the lad who has taken his place in the industrial fight, but that it is a 
matter for the home, and other bodies existing for that purpose. When 
we see that the community is awakening to its responsibilities, with the ery 
on its lips that we are losing hold of the flower of Jewry, our youth, the 
lads of to-day, who will be the men of to-morrow, we are missing a grand 
opportunity if we fail to turn to account the influence that I know the 
managers of clubs possess over the members. I am painfully aware that 
there is a rooted ra among club managers to any kind of real religious 
work being promulgate@ in the lads’ clubs, but not one of them dares to 
deny that a large majority of the lads seldom see the inside of a place of 
worship, and seldom utter a word of prayer from one week’s end to another. 


If, then, such is the case, a great responsibility rests on the workers of the 
various lads’ clubs. It is not sufficient that high morals should be taught, 
and here, let me say, they are well-taught by deed as well as word, for I have 
nothing but admiration for the self-sacrificing efforts and earnestness of our 
club managers: but it should be accompanied and go hand-in-hand with 
religious ideals, and especially so now when Judaism is being sapped of 
its best by the indifference and materialism around us. Let those responsible 
for the welfare of Judaism in our community, the men of knowledge and 
understanding who know what Israel ought to do, turn their attention to this 
part of our communal life, and I have no doubt they will find they are 
doing more solid work, and laying the foundation of a stronger future 
Judaism than all the pulpit oratery can accomplish.

THE VERSING OF THE BIBLE. 

Sir,—Kindly allow me space in your valuable journal to ask the 
Biblical authorities how it is that the versing of the Book of Exodus differs 
in the English translation from the Hebrew. In Exodus xxi. there are, 
according to the Hebrew, 37 verses, .and the’ English 
translation 36 verses. In Exodus there are, according 
to the Hebrew, 30, and decording to the English translation, 3] 
verses. That difference is caused by the fact that the last verse of chapter 
xxi. is reckoned the commencement of the following chapter. What sur- 
prises me more is the fact that in the Bibles which contain Hebrew on one 
side and the English translation on the other, the same difference is yet 
noticed.

THE BAYSWATER SYNAGOGUE AND ITS YOUNGER MEMBERS. 
Sirn,—The letter which appeared in your issue of September 30th under 


the above heading is an all too moderate statement of the thoughtless 
policy and superior attitude adopted by the Management of the Bayswater 
Synagogue. You have, on more than one occasion, permitted me to draw 
attention in your columns to what may be termed the “ political pocket- 
borough " system which obtains in all elections and other activities at this 
synagogue, but the powers that be are blind to blemishes and deaf to all 
remonstrances. The truth that lies at the bottom of the weak and 
indefensible system which has been allowed to grow up, paralysing 
the energies and sapping the vitality of what should be a living 
spiritual organism, is that the synagogue is conducted and very well 
managed as a money-making concern. The Sabbath and Festival Services 
are pitiful object-lessons in the mercenary art of extracting reluctant guineas 
from the pockets of unwilling bat subservient members, At the annual 
elections, there are never more than two additional candidates above the 
number of vacancies on the Board of Management, and such additional 
candidates are gentlemen who have been harmless seatholders for a number 
of years, who would not dare to have been nominated unless they were 
sure of the approving eye of the Wardens, and who are suspected of being 
willing to pay for the honour, if elected, in “ voluntary (!) offerings.” The 
same petty principles and sordid qualifications govern the choice of members 
for the numberless little offices and honours at the disposal of the Honorary 
Officers. 

With these characteristics of the management in mind, and with the 
presumption of many similar ones which need not here be detailed, it will 
be obvious to your readers that those junior seatholders who have a deep 
and abiding attachment to their faith—and to the synagogue which has always 
been such an integral factor therein—have had to endure in the past being 
absolutely ignored and cannot apparently hope for any recognition unless 
there is a radical change in the present system. 

The gentlemen in whose hands the authority lies do not seem able to 
recognise or appreciate that the young members of the synagogue, whose 
regular attendance and devout conduct must show them to be good and 
orthodox Jews, are quite as deserving of, and have as much right to expect, 
the bestowal of the synagogue honours as those members, older perbaps in 
years and membership, but lacking the spiritual exaltation which is an 
attribute of the youth of all faiths. 

Many are the directions and easy are the steps to be taken towards the 
attainment of a better state of things if the Honorary Officers 
of the synagogue are willing to remove the scales from their 
eyes. The festivals which have just concluded are prolific in 
opportunities for the recognition of younger members. Why should not 
the “ Bridegrooms” at the Rejoicing of the Law be now and again chosen 
from among them? Why should not one or two of the Scrolls of the Law | 
be entrusted to them in the joyful circuits on the sameday? The latter 
would be a privilege dearly cherished. In the pious hope that there will 
be no need to put these questions when we are welcoming the joyful 
recurrence of the festival next year, | commend the subject to the earnest 
consideration of the Honorary Officers of the synagogue.

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TENDING THE GHETTO’S SICK. 
INTERESTING INTERVIEWS. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT |} 


Conversionist activity in the East End takes many forms, prominent 
among which are the arrangements made by the missionaries for furnishing 
medical and nursing attendance for the Jewish poor among whom they 
work, and the provision of free medicine. Of all the difficulties which 
the conversionist question presents, this facet of the problem is the most 
perplexing and one = which a great many differences of opinion may be 
brought to light. he writer has collected the views of persons likely to 
be interested in the matter, and their remarks given below may convey 
some idea of the general feeling on the subject. 


Dr. R. N. Salaman. 

Dr. Redcliffe N. Salaman, Director of the Pathological Institute of the 
London Hospital, said that he would regard it as most unwise for the 
community to enter into competition with the missionaries in regard 
to the free provision of medical attendance and drugs. “The 
missionaries,” he said, “as far as my knowledge of their procedure 
goes, attract the people to their dispensaries by their habit of 
pandering to the ailments of the people who come to them by entering 
minutely into all their symptoms, real or alleged, a method the people 
greatly like. This, of course, is impossible at the hospital, the only 
other place where free medical attention is available, owing to the great 
amount of work to be got through. ° But though the hospital doctors are, of 
course, quite as efficient as those of the missionaries, one cannot wonder 
that the people imagine they get better attention at the hands of the latter. 
lL would consider it immoral for the community to compete on these lines. It 
would be extremely costly and the money could be employed to better 
advantage in other ways. As far as nursing is concerned, however, the 
communal arrangements are sadly deficient. | estimate that there is room 

and need-—for 100 nurses to be under the control of the Jewish authorities. 
It is impossible to overestimate the d which such nurses could effect. 
They would approach the people more intimately than the doctors, and their 
influence would be very beneficial. It has always struck me as most extra- 
ordinary that the community should provide watchers for the dying but not 
nurses for the living! If some of the solicitude, now bestowed (often with 
exaggerated devotion) on the payment of the last rites to the dead, had been 
expended on the welfare of those whom science might rescue from untimely 
ends, great strides would have been made. It would astonish some people 
to know what difficulties are placed by our people in the way of scientific 
investigation, particularly where a post-mortem is involved. The same want 
of scientific acumen is to be noted in the case of parents who bring their 
children to the hospital in the last throes of a disease, the fatal effects of 
which timely treatment might have averted. The nurses would serve to 
spread enlightenment in these respects. I may say that the un-Jewish 
attitude which the more orthodox in the community take up towards scientific 
work is most discouragigg. Not to detain you longer, | repeat: We want 
nurses, and plenty of them, but don’t let us go infor the pauperising and 
demoralising business of free dispensaries.” 


Mr. S. Rehfisch. 

Mr. 8. Rehfisch, Jewish Interpreter to the Whitechapel County Court and 
Superintendent of the Jewish Prisoners’ Aid Society, thought that free 
dispensaries were a decided necessity. “ People go to the dispensaries of 
the missionaries,” he said, “largely because they are conveniently near. It 
is all very well to ask them why they do not go to the London Hospital, but 
that, perhaps, is a mile away from their dwellings, whereas the conversionist 
dispensaries are round the corner, and the majority of the people absolutely 
cannot afford to pay for medicine. The same principle applies 
here as in the case of the synagogues. The Federation of Syna- 
gogues has dotted places of worship all over the Kast End, 
and people go to them because they are close by, but the record 
of synagogue attendance would be very poor if some one at the other end 
of Commercial Road had to walk all the way to the Great Synagogue. Or 
to take another example, people go into a public-house because it is across 
the road, See that there is not a public-house except half a mile off and 
you have made a stride in temperance reform. I would make the dispen- 
saries free in every sense-—-particularly free from irritating enquiries into 
every case that comes for attention. While favouring free dispensaries in 
and for themselves, it must not be supposed that | advocate an open combat 
with the missionaries. lam firmly convinced that the community will never 
be able to fight the conversionists with fair means, and as to fighting them with 
foul—. As far as nurses are concerned, they are wanted everywhere. A 
band of Jewish nurses, capable and cultured, would act as a great social force, 
and their work would be of enormous value, while from a medical point of 
view I can testify from my own experience that a nurse would often make 
the difference between life and death. They would certainly be of great help 
in keeping people away from the missionary establishments. While I am on 
this point | should like to utter a note of warning. We must be careful to 
guard against any activity on our part which might be used by the 
missionaries as a means of indacing deluded old maids into giving or 
bequeathing more money to “ save the dear Jews" than is already forth- 
coming for that purpose. There are many ways in which we can do quiet 
and usefal work—free dispensaries, Jewish restaurants (cheap and not 
nasty), reading rooms, a Jewish Toynbee Hall, and so on; but as long as the 
missionary income remains at six figures, I am afraid we shall have to leave 


the conversionists to stew in their own cauldron of corruption, saving as 


many from their demoralising contact as we honourably can.” 


Mrs. Model. 

Mrs. Louis Model, Hon. Secretary of the Sick Room Helps Society, said 
that she would not like to see a free dispensary established until all provi- 
dent schemes had been exhaustively tried. “1 see so much,” she remarked, 
“of what Kast End Jews do in this direction, that | am inclined to think a 
free dispensary unnecessary. The Provident Department of the Sick Room 
Helps Society has over 2,000 members ; several East End doctors have medical 
clubs ; there are the numerous Friendly Societies, with their medical 
officers ; and all this is a fair indication of what the East End Jews are 
capable of in the way of paying for their own medical attention. You 
must not imagine that people go to the missionary dispensaries solely 
because they cannot afford to pay. They go partly because they 
are convenient, partly because of the attention they receive there, 
and partly in order to vary the treatment. This last may appear 
somewhat strange, but it is the manifestation of an extraordinary 
characteristic of the East End Jew. He likes to get the advice of as many 
doctors as he can. He'll go to the parish doctor, to the missionary doctor, 


and pay a doctor, all at the same time. This occasionally leads to serious | 


trouble—particularly when a death occurs, | am quite convinced of one 


thing, however; our people appreciate much more what they themselves 
have contributed to than what they get for nothing, and it would be a pity 
to stifle this feeling by, as it were, throwing things for nothing at their 
heads. If adispensary were founded ona provident basis there might be 
nurses attached who would, without any extra contribution, follow up the 
cases in the homes, This is done by the missionaries, who have 
very efficient nurses. Of course, generally there is very great 
need for more nurses in the East Knd. We employ five nurses but 
they are almost entirely restricted to maternity cases and their train- 
ing was practically confined to this branch. Mrs. Lucas employs three 
nurses for general work, and that represents the sum total of the communal 
nursing machinery—eight nurses for a population of anything between fifty 
and a hundred thousand. Even only taking maternity cases, our nurses are 
necessarily limited to a certain area which could only be extended if we 
had the funds to pay for more nurses. Our expenditure is about £1,700; if 
we had double this sum at our disposal, we could cover the whole of 
the Ghetto and deal with the Soho district as well. In nurses for 
general cases we are greatly lacking. We want two or three nurses 
for consumptives alone. If nurses could superintend the sanitary 
arrangements in consumptive cases, great good would be effected. 
As far as sanitation is concerned our nurses already do _ great 
work—particularly in combating the East End Jews’ prejudice against 
fresh air. We open windows everywhere. Indeed, I like to think of my 
work as a ‘fresh air mission. Visiting nurses could also stamp out the 
skin diseases prevalent among Jewish children which the parents so 
frequently neglect to treat properly. At the Creche, children are often 
refused on account of being alllicted in this way. I quite agree, also, with 
the general view that the nurses would be of great assistance in the uplifting 
of the people, work for which they would have unique opportunities.” 


Dr. }. Snowman. 

Dr. J. Snowman said that he would consider it a very grave mistake to 
found a free dispensary at the moment, with the ostensible object of tighting 
the missionaries, though he was strongly of opinion that some system of free 
medical relief for Jews was wanted, quite apart from the missionary ques- 
tion altogether. “ Logically,” he said, “ the present position of this question 
is very ridiculous. We have our Home for Incurables, we have our Con- 
valescent Homes, Home for Deaf and Dumb, and a Sanatorium for Consump- 
tives, all of which are practically free medical charities. Why we should 
support these institutions and withhold the free general treatment 
of disease, I fail to understand. Moreover, | cannot see any basic 
difference between material relief and medical relief, and why 
the community should cheerfully give the one and grudge the 
other. Why should we keep Jews in need of material relief 
off the books of the Charity Organisation Society, and not keep them off the 
parish books when medical relief is required? The Dispensary in Leman 
Street, founded four years ago by Mr. Landau, had the makings of a most 
useful and promising institution, and it failed ignominously, solely because 
pressure was brought to bear upon the founder to change its character. I! 
know something of hospital conditions in East London, and | have very good 
grounds for holding that a Jewish hospital is a great desideratum, 1 think I 
may safely say that most Jewish students who pass through the Hospitals 
largely patronised by Jews are of the same opinion. The Leman Street 
institution had the possibilities of forming the nucleus of a Jewish hospital. 
In Manchester the need is similar, and not being hindered by the restraining 
influence at work in London, the Jewish Hospital there should be working 
in a few months. Of course there can be no two opinions about the 
need for more nurses. What can three trained nurses do in the East End? 
I may say quite frankly that, when I was working in the East End, if ever I 
wanted a nurse ina hurry it was to the Rector of Spitalfields that I had to 
go forone. If | sent to the Board— they simply did not have them. I think, 
besides free nurses, there is seope for a Jewish nursing institute to be run 
on business lines. Many people would be glad to have a nurse and pay a 
reasonable fee for her attendance. The presence of nurses in the East End 
is desirable from the medical, sanitary and social points of view, and the 
need cannot be too strongly emphasised,” 


Mrs. S. Levy. 


Mrs. 8. Levy, Superintendent of the Sick Room Helps Society, confirmed 
Mrs. Model's remarks concerning the “provident” possibilities of the 
East End Jews. “The suggestion for the establishment of our Provident 
Branch, which now numbers nearly 3,000 members, came from the people 
themselves, and I think it is a significant fact that nearly fifty per cent. of 
these were Board of Guardians cases. We now have three paid collectors 
and six or seven honorary collectors. I think the fact that the missionary 
dispensaries are free is the least important inducement for our people to go 
there. Their doctors and nurses are very capable, extremely attentive, and 
the people have faith in them. | have known people to wait for hours to 
get attention at the dispensary, and even cases we have been attending 
have gone to the missionary doctor while already under treatment by 
another doctor. This is rather disconcerting to us nurses. You are quite 
right in saying that there are far too few Jewish nursesin the East End. | 
do not think a hundred nurses at all an exaggerated estimate of what is 
really required. As Mrs. Model will have told you, we are chiefly engaged 
on maternity work, and even in that one department we are quite under- 
staffed. Big Jewish districts—e.y , Soho- -we leave untouched except for Board 
cases. Nurses can do a great deal besides giving trained medical attention. 
It is extraordinary what a change we are able to effect in the condition of 
the people's homes in the course of a fortnight’s nursing. We get the 
windows open; sometimes we have to have long nails taken out in order to 
open them! People get used to fresh air in the course of a fortnight, and 
learn something of hygiene. Nurses have great influence, and we certainly 
ought to have more Jewish nurses to set against the nurses attached to 
every parish church and other Christian organisations in the East End.” 


Mr. M. Stephany. 

Mr. M. Stephany, Secretary of the Jowish Board of Guardians, said that 
the Board did not look with favour on the establishment of a Free Dispensary 
as they thought that no new institution would make any appreciable 
difference in the number of people going to the mission-houses. “I am 
strongly averse,” he stated, “ to bidding against the missionaries. We know 
very well that no matter how capably the people may be treated at 
home they will go to the missionary doctors as well, and it is no unusual 
thing to find four bottles of medicine prescribed by different doctors in use 
at the same time! Apart from nursing, the medical arrangements among 
the Jewish poor are fairly adequate. Besides the doctors, medical clubs and 
the friendly societies, there are the London, German, Metropolitan and 
Charing Cross Hospitals and others, with free advice and medicine, and 
kosher food for in-patients. The German Hospital is particularly attentive 
to Jewish patients, and the kosher kitchen is excellent, and it really ought 
to be better supported by our community. I certainly do not think that a 
Jewish Hospital is at all required in London. As far as nursing 18 con- 
cerned, I quite agree that an improvement might advantageously be 
made in the number of trained nurses available, A hundred nurses 
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would, however, be greatly 


exaggerating our 
respect, for the 


requirements in this 
nurses can only be 


visiting nurses. Cases 


requiring continual nursing had better be sent to the hospital or 
infirmary ; it is impossible to treat them properly in the domestic 


surroundings of the homes of our poor, A visiting nurse can attend to 
several cases aday. We could do with seven or eight more trained nurses. 
The maternity work is very well done by the Sick Room Helps Society, who 
attend to all our cases with great success. At one time it was the custom 
of the Board in maternity cases to make a grant to the hushand for nourish- 
ments. We found, however, that the money was often improperly applied. 
Now no grant is made, but we pay the Sick Room Helps Society to attend to 
the cases and provide all necessary nourishments. The Society 
does good work, and I should like to see it extended.” 


The New Jewish Wards at the London Hospital. 


We understand that the new Jewish Wards which are being built at the 
London Hospital are rapidly approaching completion and may be expected 
to be in full working order before the end of the year. These Wards are 
situated on the fourth floor of the West Wing of the Hospital, and will 
contain twenty-six beds for women and twenty-six for men. A Jewish 
kitchen with suitable larders and store-rooms has also been built. The 
Wards contain fine bath-rooms, and testing-rooms with the most modern 
lavatory arrangements. Balconies have been built out so that convalescent 
patients who are not well enough to be taken to the Hospital grounds may 
yet derive benefit from the fresh air and sunshine. These Wards, as we 
have already mentioned, have been endowed by the munificent gift of 
£20,000 from the late Mr. E. L. Raphael, and they have been tiled throughout 
with a beautiful shade of green opalite at great cost, the gift of his son, Mr. 
L. E. Raphael. 


The Day Nursery for Jewish Infants. 


The Committee of this dnustitution have received from Mr 
Speyer the sum of €250 to endow a cot in perpetuity in metihory of his late 
Wife, Olga Kohn-Speyer. In forwarding the gift to Mrs. Adler, Mr. Kohn- 
Speyer writes: Mav it be a blessing to many children.” The Committee 
have already several memorial cots, for the maintenance of which an 
annual subscription of ten guineas is contributed, but this is the first 
endowment they have received. They earnestly hope that Mr. Kohn-Speyer's 
venerous example will be widely initiated

The Purpose of the Synagogue. 


On the eighth day ‘of Tabernacles, at the St. John’s Wood Synagogue, 
the Rev. H. L. Price delivered a sermon on “ The Purpose of the Synagogue,” 
taking his text from the Second Book ot Samuel, 7, 
“ And it came to pass when the king sat in his house and the Lord had given 
him rest round about from all his enemies, that the king. said unto Nathan 
the prophet, See, now, I dwell in an house of cedar, but the ark of God 
dwelleth within curtains.” In the course-of his sermon, the preacher 
sugyvested il direction for the strengthening of retigion and the learning 
connected with it. He said: Our fathers of old had a higher conception 
than we have of the purpose which a synagogue has to accomplish. They 
called their house of worship “ Beth Hamidrash,.” house of study, and placed 
in it a iarge and valuable library which they kept open day and night for 
the convenience of the congregation. Their ideal may be said to have been 
the creation of a centre of spiritual life. We expend enormous sums for the 
erection of magnificent buildings in the most crowded parts of this metro- 
polis, and then keep them closed all but a few hours during the week, while 
people in the neighbourhood are tempted into attractive mission halls for 
the want of proper places where they might profitably spend an hour or two 
in the evening. We should throw our synagogue doors wide open day and 
night, locate a library and reading-room in-the committee-roonms and class- 
rooms, Offering ample information, as well as instruction, in the shape of 
lecture courses on Jewish literature and Jewish life Onee let the 
synagogues be crowded with eager readers and listeners, and they will be 
destined to open new avenues for a better understanding of Judaism, past 
and present, and will give religion a hold upon the community such as it 
never yet has had in this country. 


Christian Teaching of the Old Testament. In his report on 
education in Poor Law Schools in the 33rd annual report of the Local 
Government Board, which has just been issued, Mr. J. R. Mozley, one of 
the Inspectors, has some interesting remarks on the necessity of under- 
standing the worth of the Jews as a nation in religious instruction. He says: 

In dealing with the subject of school instruction, I will take the religious instrue 
tion first. | said last vear that the greatest fault in“tWis subject concerned the 
teaching of the Old Testament, and lay in the absolute ignoring of the vital force and 
worth of Israel as a nation. Such a fault as this is really serious, and has sequels 
which might not be expected; for when the worth of Isradfas a nation is forgotten. 
the tie which bound that nation together with a more than ordinary attachment is 
forgotten, too; and then the expansion of that tie which Christianity effected, the 
spreading of a sense of brothérhood (imperfectly realised a&® yet, it is true) among all 
men over the face of the whole earth, is disregarded and becomes liable to be buried 
under a crowd of historical facts, the apprehension of which on the part of children 
(and by consequence of adults also) becomes thenceforward merely external. 


Religious Teaching in Jewish Voluntary Schools. The 
Education Committee of the London County Council, in the report which it 
submitted to the Council meeting last Tuesday, stated that the Committee 
have had under consideration applications for the supply of books for 
religious teaching from the managers of certain Roman Catholic and Jewish 
non-provided schools. The Committee were of opinion that the books which 
should be supplied to non-provided schools should be those which are 
supplied to London County Council schools, and which are on the requisition 
list of the Council. The Chairman of the Education Committee was asked 
at the meeting to state definitely what the report meant. He said, in reply, 
that the meaning was obvious, and he repeated the recommendation at the 
end of the report. As tothe particular applications dealt with in the report, 
he referred the questioner to the requisition lists of the Council. We are 
informed that the requisition list of the Jews’ Free School included Hebrew 
Bibles, Psalms, Prayer-books and Primers, all of which have been struck off. 
It is not expected that the books will be supplied by the Council.

Theories on Tibet and the Lost Tribes. 


The following note appeared in the Anglo-iermanie Advertiser for 
November, 

Jews in Thibet.—The Lost Ten Tribes of the Jews have been found in Li 
Bucharia, some of them attending the last Leipsic fair as shawl manufacturers. They 
speak in Thibet the Hebrew language, are Idolaters, but beheve im the Messiah, and 
their restoration to Jerusalem ; they “are supposed Consist of ten millions, keep the 
Kipour, and do not ike white Jews, and call out like the other tribes, “* Hear, O, God 
al Israel there is but one God"; are cireurn ied, and have a reader and elders 

Of course the hypothesis that the captive Israelites waridered in the 
direction of Central Asia was by no means new. In fact the earliest of the 
Lost Tribes theories, both Jewish and Gentile, with hardly an exception, 
pointed to their migration in that direction | 

The Rev. Dr Edrehi, in his whimsical and rambling narrative 
entitled “ Au Historical Account of the Ten Tribes settled beyond the River 
Sambatyon mn the East: with many other curious matters relating to the 
state of the Israelites in various parts of the world, ete., ete., ete.,” published, 
with various embellishments, in 1836, makes reference to this Tibetan 
theory. 

A new theory regarding the origin of the Tibetans was published a few 
months ago in an American: paper by Mr. J D. Eisenstein, 
and noticed in these columns in April last. In connection with Lhassa, 
which his investigations led him to identify with Luz-the Luz of Judges, 
ch 1—Mr Kisenstein quotes the Talmud to the following = effect 
“It is the same-Luz where Sennacheri) ascended, but could not disturn if, 
nor could Nebuchadnezzar destroy it. It is the same Luz where the Angel 
of Death never predominated. ‘What did they do with the aged +’ ‘hey 
took them outside of the city walls, where they died.” The city was, therefore, 
distinguished for its impregnability and for the longevity, or, rather, 
immortality, of its inhabitants. The former qualification is undoubtedly 
descriptive of the city of the Dalai Lama Where the Angel of Death 
never predominated,” it is suggested, is merely an orrental description of 
an exceedingly salubrious neighbourhood.

The explanation of the legend is that Solomon sent his secretaries to Luz 
on the extremity of his dominions, which traditionally included India, to 
be cured, but disease had taken such a hold of them that they died before 
heing able to enter the health resort A.M. H.

Mr. Leopold de Rothschild’s Gardens. T. the current number of 
Cassell’s Magazine, Mr. Walter T. Roberts contributes an article on “ Some 
Celebrated Gardens.” Among the gardens chosen for description are those 
of Mr. Leopold de Rothsehild, of Which the author says: 

A garden of comparatively modern existence is that owned by Mr. Leopold de 
Rothschild, near Leighton Buzzard. Mr. Rothschild is in the happy position of being 
able to acquire, if he so wished, the most valuable and luxurious garden im the world; 
but. though his garden at Leighton Buzzard certainly possesses some remarkable 
characteristics. Mr. Rothschild has by ne means been unduly lavish in his expenditure 
upon it, and has achieved his results at Ascott and Gunnersbury Park rather by 
knowledge than by his possession of immense wealth, There was an old Surrey 
yardener some time ago living im hos dechning days at Reigate, who had once done 
some job-work in Mr. Rothschild’s garden. One evening, whilst drinking a pot of 
beer in his favourite resort among his cronies, he heard someone mention Lord 
Rothschild’s name, whereupon he tmmediately joined in the conversation. ** Lord 
Rothschild.” he exclaimed, “he’s nothing to the gentleman that has the finest 
gardens in England!’ Perhaps, in his capacity as gardener, it would be difficult to 
may Mr. Leopold de Rothschild a higher compliment, and one that he himself would 
= Be appreciate. It is about fifteen years since Mr. Rothschild laid out his garden, 
and since then few alterations of any importance have been made in it. Though the 
flower-beds and hedges display a certam amount of formality, there is also obvious 
the spirit of the enthusiast in the beautiful display of roses, whilst the stretches of 
begonias, pink carnations, and lobelias suggest a catholicity of taste that does not care 
to be fettered by old-fashioned or new-fashioned dicta concerning their harmony of 
colour. A remarkable and interesting feature about Mr. Rothschild’s garden is a 
collection ef old cut yew and box trees to be seen there. Mr. Leopold de Rothschild 
has. of course, been famed as a collector in other directions, and it is characteristic of 
him that he should have added this unique feature to his garden. The majority of 
these vew and box trees was brought over from Holland, but several of them have 
been cut from small gardens in his neighbourhood. 


The article is illustrated by some striking photographs, amongst which 
are beautiful views of the two gardens.

Catalogue of the Printed Books and Manuseripts forming the Library of 
Krederic David Mocatta, Connaught Place, London, W. Compiled 


by REGIN ‘Lb ARTHUR Rye. (London, Harrison and Sons, L904. Pp. v. 805 ; 
Portrait of Mr. Mocatta as Frontispiece.) 


It is a proverbial truth that a man may be judged by the people with 
whom he associates Perhaps aneven truer index fer is the nature 
of the book-lover's library However this may be it) general, it is certainly 
accurate of Mr. F. D. Mocatta Hlis wide sympathy are reflected in the 
catholic taste whith he has shown as a patron of literature and as a col- 
lector of books. Himself a scholar of considerable attainments, he has 
responded to the enthusiasm of men of letters in every branch of their 
activity. One wonders how many of the important books that his library 
contains were inspired or supported by him. But the whole interest of this 
library does not lie in its modern contents, In addition to his fine array of 
contemporary work. Mr M atta possesses from the 
older lore. The catalogue before us reveals the fact that the librarv at y 
Connaught Place, is, from both points of view, one of th 
private collections in the country 

First as to the catalogue itself. Mr. Reginald A. Rye is the responsible 
editor of the publication, and his work is distinguished by a rare lucidity 
and accuracy. It Was no easy task to catalogue a desultory collection such 
as this, in which all languages and literatures are represented in a delight- 
fully ulisy stematic anda unexpected fashion The editor received help 
Dr. Lowy, Dr. Hirschfeld, the Rev. G. Margoliouth, Mr. W. B. Rye. Pro- 
fessor |. Gollancz, and Mr. Magnusson, and this assistance was unquestion- 
ably of much value, But Mr. R. A. Rye himself must receive the fullest 
praise, alike for his plan and for its execution. Mistakes are extremely few 
and unimportant, and the whole arrangement is, for the most part, excellent 
The method of the British Museum Catalogue has been followed more or 
less closely, and the result is that Mr. Rye has produced one of the best 
private catalogues extant. Mr. Mocatta’s library deserved able treatment, 
aud it has met its deserts. ' 

Though, however, it is easy to indicate the merits of the cataloguer, it is 
far harder to COnVeY All adequate impression ol this peculiar excellences of 
the entalogued Mr Mocatta’s lebrary not a tormial affaie SUPprises 
await you on every side. You cannot pass through it hurriedly, you must

make loving, careful study ofr it appre it duly lis range is 
vast, and yet its curiosities of omission are many. There are, for instance. 
practically no works of fiction here, unless we count some few novels of 
Jewish life Authors are sometimes represented by their least known 


products But what a wealth of the Une X pee ted and the valuable is here’ 
Perhaps the most. notable feature of the whole librarv is the magnificent 
series of the publications of learned societies. Mr. Mocatta’s interests are 
evidently the widest conceivable. French and Spanish History: the Balls 
and Careers of the Popes ; the dark story of the lnquisition Palestine 
Exploration and Pilgrim Lore; Provencal, Trish and Lleelandie Philolog 
bibliography; Egyptian Research; Folk-Lore; Hellenic Studies: Biblical 
Archeology; Charitable Organisation—these are but a few of the subjects 
on which Mr. Mocatta has gathered a large nuriber of the publications of 
societies, English and foreign The really noteworthy characteristic of 
Mr. Mocatta’s library is that, while it is so absolutely unsectarian, it is, 


nevertheless, emphatically the library of a Jew. For the Judaica and 
Hebraica are clearly valuable to a high degree, as will soon be shown. © In 


this connection a short but meaning-full passage Trin the preface 
be cited: 

Mr. Mocatta hopes that his collection will one day form the nucleus of a Jewish 
Library, which shall, in a large measure, contain works dealing with the Jews and their 
history. 

It is an open secret that Mr. Mocatta has the present intermtion of 
giving his library, wholly or in large part, to the Mocatta Museum, which, 
it is hoped, the Jewish Historical Society will soom be able to found 

Generalisation is obviously not the right method for deseribing the 
library of Mr, Mocatta. Our readers must follow us through the eollection 
in some detail, as we cull here and there some of the flowers from a choice 
varden. On puge six of the catalogue we come across the first Aldine edition 
of the “ Dialogues on Love” by Leo Hebraus (Venice, L411); on page I, 
the very rare first German account of the legend of Ahasuerus, the Wander- 
ing Jew (1602) awaits us. One of the earliest» books on the Inquisition in 
Spain is here (p. 13); this is Albertus’s “ Repertorium” (Valencia, 1494). 
Then we are arrested by Benjamin of Tudela’s Itinerary, edited by Arias 
Montanus (Antwerp, 1575); Avril’s more modern “ La Lyre de Judee.” con- 
taming Provengal Novels; the 1640 edition of Bacon's ~ Advancement of 
Learning”; Ishae Mendes Belisario’s “Sermon moral” (London, 
Bensew’s Purim Parody; the 1557 (Mantua) edition ot Berachya’s “ Fox 
Fables”; the very rare first edition of Berliner’s “ Aus dem inneren Leben 
der deutschen Juden,” an edition far from superseded or bettered by the 
recent second edition; the same author's pamphlet, equally rare, * Person- 
liche Beziehungen zwischen Christen und Juden im Mittelalter.” Next come 
a fine array of Bibles, several of them early seventeenth century copies, some 
sixteenth century examples (including the Estienne edition of 1550-44 :* the 
Frankfort edition of 1595; the Basle Polyglott of 1534-5 the Strassburg 
Plenarium of 1500). The last-named is the only copy of this publication 
known, and Mr. Mocatta has now generously presented it to Stonyhurst 
College, together with the “ Buch der zehn Geboten " (Venice, 1483), and the 
sixteenth century Luther Tracts. Most of these treasures appear within 
the first 100 pages, that is in the first eighth of the catalogue 

We must thus proceed more rapidly in our survey of the other seven- 
eighths. There .follow: a long list of the publications Prince Lueien 
Bonaparte; the illustrated edition of Cartari (Lyons, 1581); Tracts on the 
Italian law of Chazaka, which made life in the Ghetto tolerable, Cremieu's 
“Chants hebraiques” of the Venaissin rite; a good collection of Ellis 
Davidson's works: Fita’s “ Estudios historicos.” The latter is a presentation 
copy, bearing the author's autograph, and it must be pointed out that a 
very large number of volumes in Mr. Mocatta’s Library were given to him 
by the writers—an indication in itself of the affeetion and esteem which 
scholars feel for him. We next stop at the “ Decretus Gratiani” (Venice, 
1514); Grosseteste’s “ Testament of the Twelve Patriarchs” (751); a rare 
book, * Priviléges dont les Juifs portugais jouissent en France depuis 1590" 
(Paris, 1777); “The Tower Menagerie” (1829); Isaac Aboab’s “Orden de 
Bendiciones ” (Amsterdam, 1687). <A large Copy in the original Italian ealf- 
binding of Jehiel’s Biblical Dictionary (Naples, 1448), brings us hack to the 
incunabula. We soon reach, in our rapid survey, the 1707 Amsterdam 
Josippon, and the Athias Bible of 1661, also published in Amsterdam. Mr. 
Mocatta’s collection is peculiarly rich in Amsterdam Bibles and Liturgies. 
He possesses the 1637 Anglican “ Book of Common Prayer,” but special 
interest attaches to his seventeenth century Jewish liturgies. One of these 
(Amsterdam, 1670) is described as “ bound in tortoiseshell with gilt clasps 
and gilt gauffred edges.” Many of Mr. Mocatta’s books, it may be noted, 
are beautifully bound, as visitors to the Anglo-Jewish Exhibition of L8&7 
will remember. Besides the Amsterdam liturgies, there are a number of 
valuable copies of the Avignon rite, 

Here we may break off to make brief mention of the Manuscripts. The 


context is appropriate, as they are almost entirely liturgical. These MSS 
are not separately entered, but must picked out from the veneral 
Catalogue. We have an illuminated Havgeada, a Yemenite Machzor, and 
common Prayer-Book, an Italian Machzor. two Carpentras Prayer-Books, 
a collection of Piyutim of the German rite. A rather rare Samaritan Service 
book (Defter), and a Samaritan Life of Moses, with one or two other details, 
and one lmiportant item, to be sper ally mentioned later on. complete the 
Manuscripts. We can thus resume our notes on the printed books. 

Several of Madden's works on Coins are entered on page 485; some 
useful Manasseh ben Israel literature on page 492. A long list of E. Martel’s 
geological works reveals Mr. Mocatta’s tuste for selence, displayed ala in 
other entries which need not be specitiied Another of the mcunabula is the 
Soncine edition (1484) of Maimonides’ Commentary on Aboth, in Ibn Tibbon's 
Hebrew rendering of the Arabic. Of course Dr Friedlander’s translation of 
the More Nebuchim here, published as it hy the Society which 
owed so much to mr. Mocatta’s generosity. On the other hand, Mr. Mocatta 
does not seem to Possess a complete set of the publications of the Anglo- 
Jewish Exhibition, for which he himself was almost solely responsible! Dr 
Neubauer’ works are well represented: in a Neubauer entry we have one of 
Mr Rye's very few slips (the Hebrew name of the London Beth 
Hamedrash being given though it were the title of Dr. 
Neubater’s Catalogue, p. 563). Some scarce publications of Isaac Nieto, 
Meldola, Flinders Petrie, Gaston Paris, and Ermete Pierotti; a notable 
array of the works issued by the Societe des Anciens Textes Francais, and 
the Societe des Etudes Juives must mot be passed by unmentioned Vols 
1-V. of the “ Voice of Jacob” (1841-46) were presented to Mr. Mocatta by 
the Executors.of J. A. Franklin, and are duly eatalogued on page 601. Under 
the heading “ Prayers” we have M. H.. Bresslau’s “ Prayers for Jewish 
Females.” Bresslau belonged to an earlier reneration of Anglo-Jewish 
literary workers, and his lnpuises Were ollen better than the expression he 
gave to them. Sometimes the entries in the Catalogue are not very usefully 
made. Thus, one would hardly look for the “Claims of Labour” under 
“Claims,” nor for the “ History of the Inquisition” under “ History,” nor 
for “ Historical Remarks on the Castle of the Bastille” under “ Remarks.” 
Mr. Rye’s method 1s to enter an anonymous work under the first substantive 
occurring in the title, and the method is one niostly adopted by cataloguers, 
not very wisely [ think. To return to our survey, the 1656 edition of Prynne’s 
‘Short Demurrer” and Tovey’s \ngha Judaica” (Oxford, 1738) again 
remind us of Mr. Mocatta’s devotion to the cause of Anglo-Jewish historical 
research. Both editions of T. Reinach’s “Jewish Coins” (the French of 
IS87 and the English of 1903) are here in presentation copies; Mr. Mocatta’s 
library will be a fruitful source later on for a collection of famous auto- 
graphs. Renan’s autograph figures among Mr. Mocatta’s collection. Pub- 
lications of the Acadéuna del Lincel, Rome: rare tracts on the Roman Jews 
and less rare on the Jews of Russia these are amotly the treasures cata- 
logued in the next 5Q@ pages or so. A book. of the greatest rarity is Sum- 
maripa's “ Martyrio di Sebastiano Novello” (Treviso, Sir Charles 
Wilson is copiously represented, as are Lucien Wolf and Joseph Jacobs. An 
eX ellently-catalogued series of the works of Zunz appropriately concludes 
this'stately account of a fine library. 

(ne item has been reserved for Sper ial treatinent This is the Address 
with 8,000 signatures, presented to Mr. Mocatta on January 26th, 1897, on 
the occasion of his seventieth birthday. This unparalleled Address repre- 
sented the wide world’s appreciation of the recipient's manifold activity in 
works of literature and eharity. Ut is the most HMportant book but one in 
Mr. Mocatta’s Library. For the most important of all is, happily, still far 
from complete, Book of his own Life. A unique book this is already, and 
myriads all the world over will echo the fervent hope that Mr. Mocatta 
may be spared for many a long year to add numberless pages to his noble 
and inspiring record. 


Mr. Budley Sicher contributes to the Yale Literary Magazine an inter- 
esting study of Mr. Zangwill as poet and critic. Until his advent the Jew, 
generally speaking, found no place in Gentile literature, except in the case 
ol atew solitary hiigures ~ tricked out in the larger « haracteristics of the race.” 
A few writers, such as George Eliot, Disraeli, and Grace Aguilar, attempted 
to enter further mto the subject than did Shakespeare, Sir Walter Scott, and 
Lessing, but for one reason or another their pretures lacked fulness, accuracy 
and conViction. Mr. Zangwill was the first, in English fiction at any rate, 
to study the Jew intimately and with dispassion. “ He is the first English 
novelist to disemploy the conventional type, to demonstrate that ‘there are 
as manv kinds of Jews as Protestants. Above all, he is the first to plant 
the Jew against a Jewish background, and study the race, not in tsolated 
individuals, but in its mass-phenomena.” Mr. Zangwill in his work shows 
himself both a poet and a critic. ~ The deepest and most subtle forces of 
the Ghetto he searches out with a critic’s eye, as they appear to him, the 
poet, not as dead abstractions, but as things of life, sweetness, and tragedy.” 


One of the innovations whieh Pius X. is introducing into the Vatican 
at Rome is a really effective and available Biblical reference library of wide 
scope. Messrs. Funk and Wagnalls Company have received an order from 
the Pope to supply the Jewish Eneyclopedia for this library extension. 
Volume VIII. of the Encyclopedia is now off the press, and the remaining 
four volumes which will complete the work are due to appear in less than 
a year.

Little Max Darewski, the now famous musical prodigy, made his London 
d/biit as a conductor at the Royal Albert Hall last Saturday, when he wielded 
the biton over the “ Kilties” band. The items performed were composi- 
tions of the juvenile conductor himself —“ England's Crown” (composed 
when he was eight years old), and a march, “ Tie Kilties,” dedicated to the 
famous band, which found much favour with the audience. At the con- 
clusion of the performance of the new march, the conductor of the “ Kilties,” 
Mr. W. F. Robinson, led little Max back to the platform, and accepted the 
dedication of the piece on behalf of his colleagues. Mr. Robinson said Max 
had been rightly described as a boy-wonder. “I augur a great future for 
this young man,” he concluded—a prophecy which was greeted with 
enthusiastic applause. We learn on the best authority that several London 
managers have made offers to the young musician, and a salary of £360 a 
week, for a six weeks’ engagement, has been refused; another offer of

undertake the journey. At present young Darewski is busy continuing piano 
and harmony study with his master, Mr. Car! Weber, and preparing for his 
débit as a pianist in the coming season. His repertoire will consist of works 
by Chopin, Beethoven, Bach, Grieg, etc., and also Mozart's great Concerto 
in D. Minor, with Orchestra, and amongst others Max's own compositions, 
* Intermezzo” and “ Barcarole.” 

Miss Helena Lewisohn concludes her most successful summer engage- 
ment this week at Bournemouth Winter Gardens in conjanction with Dan 
Godfrey's band. She has met with extraordinary success during her long 
tour. Offers for return visits were made in nearly every place. Miss 
Lewisohn commences her London season at the Morley Hall with her party 
on the 15th inst. 

Miss Sara de Groot played with some distinction the part of Mrs. Sneed, 
the fashionable mother of a society girl, in Mrs. Brown Potter's ill-fated 
venture, “ The Golden Light,” at the Savoy Theatre.

Levy and Sol. Levy, and expressed the hope that the Guild would yet further 
extend the scope of its activities. The Rev. G. Prince also supported the 
vote.

An Barly Settlement of Jews at Hampstead. —In volume 2 of a 
“Tour Freeads | Great Britain,” by “A Gentleman,” published by G. Strahan, 
Cornhill, in 1727, the following passage is of interest, as showing that Jews 
lived at Hampstead early in the 18th Century: 

High-ga‘e and Hamstead are next on the North-side. The Jews have particularly 
fixed upon this Town for their Country Retreats, and some of them are very Wealthy ; 
they live there in good Figure, and have several Trades particularly depending upon 
them, and especially, Butchers of their own to supply them with Provisions kill’d their 
own way ; also, I am told, they havea private Synagogue here. 


London Hospital Medical College.—The London University 
Gazette, in recording changes among the staff and lecturers since last year, 
announces that Dr. Schorstein has been appointed Lecturer on Medical 
Pathology. A course of Medical Pathology has been established at the 
College, which is being taken by Dr. R. N. Salaman, Director of the 
Pathological Institute. 


Dr. Adler on Physical Deterioration.—In an interview published 
in last week's Tit-Bits, the Chief Rabbi expressed the following views on the 
physical deterioration problem :— . 

The main causes of our physical troubles are parental carelessness and neglect of 
laws of health induced by ignorance and poverty. The remedies, therefore, are primarily 
the creating and deepening of parental responsibility. It is reported that Jewish children 
are taller and healthier than any others. | doubt whether this isso. But it would seem 
that ordinary Jewish children are equal in physique to the best type of the non-Jewish. 
The principal Jewish method for preserving health among the poor includes greater care 
of mothers during the period of child-bearing. As Jewish mothers are not, as a rule, 
wage-earners, they are better able to attend to the duties of home life. Jewish children 
are also better cared for during infancy, and enjoy the benefit of maternal feeding for a 
longer period. I do not quite agree with the statement that the Jewish people as a race 
enjoy better average health than Christians. But the fact that the Jewish people have 
survived despite the terrible persecution and inhuman oppression they have endured is 
due to their temperance and their obedience to certain dietary and hygienic laws. Yes, 
we should have a Government Bureau of Health, and one of its first duties should be to 
distribute little booklets among the women of the poorer classes giving the simplest 
rules for cooking. For our physique is not hurt so much by unwholesome food as by 
bad cooks, 

The Soul of a Nation.—The Military correspondent of the Times 
contributed to Tuesday's issue, under the above heading, an interesting 
and suggestive article on the philosophic system upon which Japanese 
conduct is based and in which Japanese ideals find their inspiration. This 
ethical code, known as bushido, divorced though it is from all dogmatic 
religion and ritualistic practice, possesses a great many characteristics of 
the exalted teachings by which the Jewish race has been guided throughout 
thecenturies. The subordination of personal advantage to the common weal, 
the qualities of loyalty, courage, honesty, simplicity, temperance, chastity, 
and above all the fine national spirit which bushido inculeates, bear 
practical resemblance to the Jewish code, though without the added 
stimulus of religious veneration. It is not every Japanese who is 
ready to sacrifice himself to the common good, but the best of the nation 
accept this rule of conduct, and the people at large, like the Israelites of 
old, find their salvation through it. 


The Islington Dairy Show.--At the Dairy Show which is being 
held this week at the Royal Agricultural Hall, Islington, Lord Rothschild 
has taken five, and Lady de Rothschild two, class prizes for cows and heifers, 
with the first prize for cream cheese. 


The Jewish Method of Slaughtering Animals.—At a recent 
meeting of the Llanelly Estates Committee, the Veterinary Inspector com- 
plained that the method of killing cattle by the Jewish community at the 
Lianelly slaughter-house amounted to cruelty to animals and danger to life. 
The beasts were not stunned before bleeding, and it was at times difficult to 
hold the infuriated animals. The Chairman (Mr. Edmunds) said he had a 
good deal of respect for the people of the other persuasion, but they should 
not be allowed to do what the law of the land did not allow. Mr. W. David 
said he assumed that these people were killing according to the law of 
Moses. In his opinion the Committee should inquire what was being done 
elsewhere. The Inspector said that” the Medical Officer was of opinion that 
the beasts should be stunned before being slaughtered. The matter was 
left in the hands of the Veterinary Inspector.

[FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 


A GRATUITOUS ADVERTISEMENT 


The recent disturbance in Brick Lane on Yom Kippur continues to be the only topic 
of absorbing interest in Jewish labour circles. ut practical men consider that a 
gratuitous advertisement has been given to a number of Russian Socialists who for many 
ears have found a safe refuge in London, and for whose unsuccessfal propaganda the 
ome workers have ever provided a tempting soil. There is no need to account for 
the failure of their propaganda among the Jewish people. Suffice it to indicate their 
irreligious demonstrations, from time to time, as one of the causes of that failure. By 
this time it is well known that whereas on economic questions they are able to command 
some respect, the influence thus gained vanishes from the moment the Socialist orator 
goes out of his way to trample upon religious feelings with which he does not agree. 


NOT AS OTHER PEOPLE 


Even in Sccialist propaganda Jews are not as other ple. Among English 
Socialist organisations there are a number of Roman Catholics, Churchmen and 
Christian believers of other denominations. Here, as well as on the Continent, the 
dictum that ‘‘ religion is a private matter ’’ has been invariably adhered to. Hence the 
Social Democrats as a party are as little allied with the free-thiokers as with con- 
servatives or religious sects. A few Jewish Social Democrats have, however, chosen 
to demonstrate their free-thought sentiments, Whether they were eager for advertise- 
ment or not, the harm to their propaganda, done with their own hands, will not be 


easily undone. Henceforward, every labour man cherishing some religious feelings 
will shun their doorstep. 


A NOVEL METHOD. 


The assumption that a Socialistic Club with a few Jews as its members is a novel 
feature in the East End is altogether erroneous, There has been a Polish Socialist 
Clab in Whitechapel for several years, with a partial Jewish membership, without 
attracting the least attention. Yet the Press, eager for news of an exciting nature, has 
seized upon the incident and given it some such interpretation. The novelty rather 
consists in this Club being situated near several synagogues and a number of Jewish 
esting houses. The “‘ People’s House,”’ as itstyles itself, has hit upon a novel method 
of propaganda, by providing meeting rooms for a number of societies in sympathy 
with it, by bringing the Russian Library, hitherto detache}, into its premises, and by 
serving (so one is assured) good and wholesome food at alow price. In this it may 
have, directly or indirectly, entered into competition with the eating houses referred 
to, thus arousing their ire. 


THe OTHER Sioe 


One thing seems — clear, that there was no provocation on the part of the Club 
members, except the fact that the premises were kept open on the holidays. But this, 
so far as the Russian members were concerned, was unavoidable, while the Jewish 
members claim that they ought to have been tolerated, acting as they did in accordance 
with their convictions. Certain it is that had those pious young men and boys who 
started the attack chosen to act in accordance with ‘Aeir pious convictions they would 
bave remained within the precincts of their respactive synagogues as a matter of 
obvious religious duty. That the latter failed to do so tends to give colour to the 
assertion of the Socialists that the attack upon them was premeditated. The wisest 
and most tolerant course would have been to ignore the Club, in which case its action 
would have remained as unnoticed as on apy previous Occasion. 


EXAGGERATING THEIR IMPORTANCE. 


It is therefore all the more regrettable that Jewish ministers and others should be 
misled into exaggerating the importance of the socialists by assuming their intluence 
to be on a par with that of the missionaries. Nothing-can be further from the truth. 
Owing to the wealth which is constantly being poured into missionary funds they have 
been enabled to enlarge their field of operations and extend their activities. Not so, 
however, with the socialists whose influence as propagandists has been of a fitful nature 
for the last fifteen years, and is considerably smaller now in proportion to the Jewish 

pulation than, say, in 1899. The latter have not succeeded in organising the Jewish 

rade Unions, and though well-meaning and good intentioned, they have frequently 
been the source of distarbing elements. But the Jewish workers cannot dispense with 
the assistance from socialist quarters since other and more practical Jews of the middle 
classes never come forward to help in their organisation. They listen to them on 
strictly labour matters, but turn a deaf ear to their anti-religious discourses, 


THe Errecrt oF FREEDOM. 


One noteworthy feature of this movement is the fact that most of the erstwhile 
active spirits, and a large number of the rank and file, have dropped out one by one. 
These are met here and there with a note of scorn on their lips, referring to the 
days when they ‘‘used to be engaged in foolishly beating the air,’’ as 
it were. The movement is confined to fresh arrivals from Russia who, in proportion 
as they become anglicised, realise the changed surroundings, and the raison dire for 
propaganda after the Russian style vanisbes from their minds. There are, of course, 
some very rare exceptions. The effect of Koglish freedom after years of sojourn here is 
truly remarkable. Herr Eduard Bernsteio’s changed attitude aang his prolonged stay 
in odon is a case in point. As the mind expands, the views of the young Gaetan 
enthusiast tend to become less-revolutionary and more moderate. Consequently he 
finds himself unable to agree with the new-comers, who often mete out to him the same 
intolerant treatment which the orthodox Jew is inclined to mets out to the Socialist. 
Even Mr. J. Finn went —, near forfeiting their respect and confidence when, in 
& moment of true Jewish patriotism, he declared that the Jews were or ought to bea 
nation and would never be really free until they acquired a territory of their own. 
So great was their annoyaxce at this so-called anti-Socialistic view that, instead of 
‘*Comrade Finn,’’ they addressed him as ‘' Mr. Finn,’’ a contemptuous designation 
among Socialists. It is not known whether Mr. Finn bas done penance for the expres- 
— of that “‘ obnoxious’’ view, but it is satisfactory to Jearn that he has been restored 
to favour. 


Disused Jewish Burial Grounds.—At the last meeting of the 
Metropolitan Gardens Association, the Secretary read a letter, received by 
the Earl of Meath, from a member of the United Synagogue, suggesting that 
the Association might see its way to improve the appearance of four disused 
burial grounds in London at the expense of the Burial Society. The Hon. 
D. Fortescue promised to visit these grounds with the Secretary, and it was 
agreed that the Association should express its willingness to improve and main- 
tain them at the cost of the Burial Society. The Honorary Secretary described 
the small extent of paths in these grounds, which, owing to the religious 
tenets of the Jewish community, would be the only part available if the public 
were allowed access thereto. We may add that the question has frequently been 
brought to the notice ofthe Burial Society of the United Synagogue, but the 
religious difficulties which stand in the way and sentimental objections to 
disturbing the graves have hitherto defeated the desire of members of 
the community to beautify disused cemeteries in the direction aimed 
at by the Association. As far as possible within the lines in which it can 
operate, the Burial Society keeps these cemeteries in good order. -

In the main floor café, the 
treatment of the wal! is in hand-painted panels of small design with satin wood panel- 
ling and gilded enrichments, let in and supported by linked pilasters of sienna and Sky 
ross marble. The ceiling exhibits pergolesi enrichments picked out with delicate tints 
of greys, gold-browns, heliotrope, and green, with gilded mouldings runoing round. 
. The ceiling light is cloisonné glass in colours out-lined in gold wires to show up the 
design. A marble staircase leads to the baloony, which has a Greek marble balustrade 
with gilded enrichments. The lighting arrincements consist of four large electroliers 
and forty smaller ones, suspended from the ceiling, with ormulu mountings filled with 
wedgwood placques and cat glass. No artificial lighting, however, is required daring 
the day. Another marble staircase leads through a ball, to the grand hall, to which 
thére is an entrance also by a green and silver staircase from Jermyn Street. This is 
one of the largest cafés in the world. It has marble-lined walls and arched 
recesses supported on columns of sienna marble. The spandrils of the arches are 
filled in with dull red Venetian mosaic, with designs outlined in gold and filled in with 
various shades of mother-of-pearl, and each recess contains a mirror framed in green 
bronze. Of the Banquet Room with its rich grean walls and artistic ceiling; of the 
Lobby Entrance, with its Roman ard mosaic floor and coloured panels; and of the 
Entrance Hall, with its white statuary and ormolu mouldings, one might write pages of 
technical description; but certain practical details rejuire space for mention. Each 
floor, for instance, has separate kitchen service with pneumatic tube connections ani 
electric lifts. The whole of the kitchens and offices are entirely lined with white 
glazed tiles Afternoon musical teas will be amorg the special features of the 
establishment. The main floor café and baloony will be exclusively utilised for this 
purpose from 3 to 6 p.m., and it is hoped that ladies out shopping will appreciate the 
arrangements which have been made to please them.
